He saw the prisoner again 
in a day or two, when he informed 
him that he had conversed with the 
Earl of Besborongh on the subject 
of a seat in parliament; and the 
earl jocosely reo|arked, ' I shonld 
conceive yon to be a Don Quixote 
to want a aeat, aHer taking the be- 
ne6t of the Insolvent Act' The 
conversation then became more se- 
rious ; and the colonel, as his friend, 
was to have the seat promised by 
Earl Pitzwilliam. The prisoner 
went on to state that he was con- 
nected with the noble earl, who had 
four boroughs in Ireland, and who 
would dispose of them at four thou- 
sand pounds each ; and, if the colo- 
nel should have other friends to ae- 
commodate, he might have the pre- 
ference, as the noble earl had au- 
thorized him to find candidates. 
The colonel found candidates for 
all the boroughs the prisoner had 
talked of, and by his desire the mo- 
ney was deposited in the bands of 
a banker. The candidates, when 
they became members, were to re- 
tain their seats for five years, in 
case of a dissolution of parliament.

A gentleman, who had agreed to 
purchase one of the boroughs, provsl* 
that he had paid the prisoner Ibtf 
hundred pounds^ as part of tbe cut* 
sideration, and bad been compl^cl|f 
misled. The prisoner was eommittsi 
for re-exsmination.

they lay down on the sand to sleep, 
and next day went into the country. 
The moment, however, they were 
discovered, the black natives rushed 
npoe them, seized, plundered, and 
stripped them naked, and li'd them 
off throagh the country, to be sold 
as white slaves. 

In this deplorable state they re- 
■ained several weeks, traversing a 
vast extent of country, during which 
all of them died through disease, 
cmd^ of the negroes, or fatigue, 
except Palm, Tilling, William 
Wright* not yet apprehended, and 
Henry Madia.

short time, a Portuguese vessel 
toechiog there. Palm and Wright 
took their voyage to Europe in her.

Tilling, appearing an object of 
charity, was admitted a patient in 
the hospital; and Mr. Capper, the 
first mate of the ship which brought 
them back to their native countrv, 
humanely took the boy, Madis, to 
his own home. In about a week 
after their arrival, when Madis went 
to see Tilling at the hospital, he 
was greatly surprised to see Palm 
at the same place, having, on the 
morning of that same day, been 
taken in as a patient from the ship 
that brought him over. 

The day on which young Madis 
landed in Liverpool he wrote the 
outlines of the above sad story to 
his mother in London; and urged 
her to send him money to defray 
travelling charges, that he might 
lay the whole before a London ma- 
gistrate. 

Such was the evidence against 
the prisoners. The impulse which 
appeared principally to occupy the 
mind of Palm was that of criminat- 
ing his fellow-prisoner, whom he 
laboured to make appear to have 
acted an equal part in the blootly 
scene with himself; which by no 
means came out in evidence: on 
the contrary tlie work of death 
seemed to have been done by Palm 
and his brother Swedes, of which 
country the greater part of the crew 
were composed. 

Witnesses were called to the cha- 
racter of Tilling, among whom was 
his sister ; who all spoke highly of 
his former conduct in life.

Amonc: the servants at 
Camden Place he was looked upon 
as a msn of harmless disposition 
and good nature, with no discernible 
failing but one, drunkenness, to 
which he was greatly addicteil, 
being seldom sober when he could 
proeare any spirits. 

All questions which were deemed 
necessary having been put to him, he 
was sent, in custody of Adkins and 
another officor, to Cbiselhurst, to 
give evidence before the coroner's 
jury, who were to sit that evening 
on the bodies of the deceased. 

The evidence being gone through 
before the coroner, Mr. Martyr, he 
was reading over the depositions of 
the several witnesses for their assent 
and signature, when an alarm was 
given that Nicholson had attempted 
his own life. He had been in cus- 
tody of two officers, and requested 
leave to go into the yard, which was 
refused; but he was permitted to 
enter a water-closet in the passage 
leading to the servants' hall ; while 
here he cut his throat with a razor, 
which, it appeared, he had con- 
cealed in the front of his breeches. 
The gash was so deep, and it bled 
so profusely, that it was supposed 
he could not live many minutes. 
The head seemed almost severed 



from the body, and a -laigw hsai 
might have been inserted in tfas 
wound. Fortunately two augeoBi 
of Bromley were in attendance, one 
of whom, Mr. Holt, immediately 
rushed forward, and, with great pre- 
sence of mind, seiied with both his 
hands the gushinff arteries^ wlueh 
he stopped from bleedinff until the

An express was- instantly dis- 
patched for Mr. Astley Cooper^ who 
arrived in three hours, and, having 
dressed the wound, declared Nidml- 
son out of danger. To prevent a 
hemorrhsge, every precantion was 
taken ;^his head was placed in a 
fixed position, and two attendants 
constantly held his hands. Being 
a Roman Catholic, a priest wss 
sent for ; but he made no declara- 
tion, and, in the few words he spok^ 
pernsled in declaring hia innocenoe. 

The eonmer's jury, after a long 
and patient investigation, ratorned 
STerdict of 'wilful murder against 
Philip Nieholson.' 

The sensation which the murder 
produced throughout the country 
was amazing. Nicholson's attempt 
at suicide seemed to confirm the 
suspicion of his guilt; and every one 
was anxious to see the monster who 
was charged with so foul a crime. 

On Monday, June the 7th, he 
was visited by several of the nobi- 
lity, amon^ whom were LordCastle- 
reagh. Lord Camden, and Lord Ro- 
bert Seymour. During their presence 
he showed repeated symptoms of 
annoyance and agitation ; thia cir- 
cumstance, together with an attempt 
to make him look more cleanly, 
oaused his wound to bleed afreah.

Next morning Jennings directed 
her to give notice to her master;

The 
poor girl was parting from him with 
roluctaiice, when he told her un-' 
blusliingly that she was not his wife, 
and that she was deceived. 

The unhappy giH was awakened 
to all the misery of her situation ;

We hsTo no righ^ therefore, to expect ia these any thing not found in 
the major part of the population of all kingdoms — any thing but a perpetual necessity 
to toil and economise— any thing but what are the associates of a poor man — want, 
worldly want, and a long train of what many will consider privations. Nine- tenths 
of maakiad are necessarily reduced to this condition ; and, whatever theorists mny 
say, in this coaditkm th^ niust continue while the economy of this world prevails.

Elizabeth Penning waa bom In 
the island of Dominica, in the Weal 
ladiea. on the lOth of June, 1793. 
Her father, WilliMi Penning, waa a 
native of Snflblk, and belonged to 
the firat battalion of the 15lh regi- 
ment of infantry. Her mother was 
a native of Cork, in Ireland : her 
parent! were retpectable, and she 
was married to Penning In 1787, in 
her native town* where the regiment 
had been quartered. In 1790 lliey 
nailed from the Cove of Cork for 
the island of Barbadoes, and from 
thence to Dominica, where the sub- 
ject of this narrative was bom. 
fioth her parents were Protestants, 
and she was baptized by a minister 
of the same religion. 

In 1796 or 1797 the regiment 
came home, having suffered great 
mortality, and were ^quartered in 
Dublin. In 1802 Penning solicited 
and obtained his discharge, with a 
certificate of his good character, 
which it appears he merited, as he 
rose to the rank of a non-commis- 
aioaed officer. He then came to 
London, and entered the aervice of 
hia brotheri a potatoe-dealer in Red 
Lion Street, Holbora, with wliom 
he conUnned lor three years, and 
afterwarda lived as servant in a po- 
tatoe-warehouse In Red Lion P^ 
sage, where his correct conduct gave 
satisfaction to three auccessive pro- 
prietom. Hia wife, for five years, 
worked for on^ uphobterer— a suffi- 
cient proof of her good condnct

SUSANNAH HOLROYD, 

EZSCUTBD fOR POISONING H£R HUSBAND AND TWO CHILDREN. 



This is a most shocking case, 
and shows to what an extent human 
depravity may be carried. Su- 
sannah Holroyd was the wife of a 
weaver, nsmed Matthew HoIro>d, 
who had the misforlnne not to live 
on uood termsi with her, though I hey 
had three children. She was in the 
habit of nursing illeuitimate chil- 
dren, and at the time of poisoiiiti/jr 
had one of these in the house, as 
well as its mother. About a fort- 
night previous to the horrid deed 
she had a very extrannlinary con- 
versation with this wodiaii, whose 
aame was Mary Newton. She told 
her that she had had ht-r fortune 
read, and that in the course of one 
week, and within the period of the 
enauing six weeks, three funerals 
would go from her door. 

She did not delay her destined 
parpose, however, until the six 
weeks of the fortune-teller had ex- 
pired ; for in about a month after- 
wards ahe went to the shop of a 
cbymtst, and purchased an ounce 
and a half of arsenic, to fulfil the 
prophecy. 

This happened on Saturday, the 
13th ^ April, 1816, being Easter- 
Eve. Next morning her husband 
hail some coffee for his breakfast, 
and aoon after became ill. The 
children were likewise affected. 
To restore them she prepared some 
water-gmel, and in it she mixed the 
poiaon. The wretched man felt 
that the gruel had an uncommon 
taste, and at first refused to take it; 
aot idle arged him so strongly, by 
L' hiei that ' it was the last 



gruel she ever would prepare for 
him/ that he complied with her 
entreaties, not knowing the enigma 
hid under these words. 

As he ^rew worse, she called in 
a doctor, the better to allay suspi- 
cion, and was intrusted by the phy- 
sician with the remedies to be ad- 
ministered ; but she refused to apply 
them, saying her ' husband would 
die.' 

The wrttched man died on the 
18lh foilowinif, and his son, a boy 
of eiuht years old, survived him 
only six tiours, and the child of 
Mary Newton died the Tuesday 
following, in great agony. 

This wicked woman was now sp* 
prehended, and, on being brought 
before a uiauistrate, made an unre« 
serve d confession of her guilt. 

Her trial came on at the Lancas- 
ter assizes, September the I3lh, 
1816, when she was found Guilty 
on the clearest evidence, and the 
judi>e pronounced on her the awful 
sentence of the law, ordering her 
for execution on the following Mon- 
day. She evinced thron;:huut her 
trial the greatest indifference to 
her situation ; but on hearing her 
sentence she appiared somewhat 
aff*ected. 

In addition to the horror felt at 
her crime, there was a pretty ge- 
neral belief that, in her occupation 
of nursing illegitimate children, she 
had murdered, at different times, 
several infants in the same manner 
that she had taken away the life of 
her husband and the other two vic- 
tims of her unprovoked malire.

* WUHam Drake, the accomplice and evidence against Vaughan in one of his ex- 
ploits, is a person whom the town loungerfi and treasurers of electioneering anecdotss 
will recognise as an accuser of the late Mr. Sheridan, whose natural daughter he 
married. It seemed that Drake forged a certificate from that gentleman, while Txipa* 
sorer of the Navy, recommending a Jew slopseller to the captains of ships of war, for 
which he obtained five guineas, or thereabouts.

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Kinit's Bench, on the 17th of May, 
1817. They severally pleaded not 
guilty, and the privilege of choosing 
their eounsel beiufi: granted them, 
they wf-re carried back to the Tower 
until the 9th of June, when they 
were put upon their trial for high- 



Doctor Watson was the first ar- 
ranged, and the others were removed 
from the dock, as they were to be 
tried separately. We shall give 
only the testimony of the principal 
witnesaea and the charge of the 
judge, as these combine sU the 
particulars of the case. The trial 
occupifd the court for seven days, 
and excited a degree of interest sel- 
dom known in this country, where, 
thank God, the number accused of 
high treason is small indeed. 

A number of witnesses were exa- 
mined to prove the active part taken 
by Dr. Watson in procuring the Spa- 
fielda meeting, as well as his conduct 
OB the 2nd of December. The 
evidence given amounted only to 
the (acts we have already stated, and 
part of the circumstances hereafter 
detailed by John Castles, whose tes- 
timony we shall give : — 

The statement of this man is 
tba more worthy of record, inas- 
OMich as it exhibits an instance of 
tlie moat extraordinary and fright- 
fnl innate depravity. He confesses 
that early in life, abandoning all 
pursuits of humble and honest in- 
dustry, he had subsisted by shuffling 
and dishonetit means, and had 
acaroely set foot on the threshold of 
manhood, before he was twice ap- 
prehended for passing forged bank- 
notes, and on each occasion escaped 
the punishment due to his crimes, 
by turning evidence against his as- 
sociates, whereby two of them were 
brought to tlie gibbet, and another 
transported for life, — that he was 
aAerwards concerned in a base and 
tw a c hewMis transaction with a French 



prisoner of war, and, coatinoiDg his 
career of crime» deiierted his lawfol 
wife, and became the bully of a 
brothel, and the paramour of its 
mistress. On joining the rsvolu* 
tionary committee, he gloried in 
being the most sanguinary and 
blood-thirsty amongst them, and in 
urging them forward to the enlarge- 
ment and commission of those crimes 
which, again to screen himself from 
well -merited punishment, he afWr- 
wards denounced. ^ 

On contemplating the e?idence 
of this worthless man, the feelings 
that naturally force themselves upon 
the liiind, are horror and disgust at 
the individual, and regret that the 
endM of public justice conld not be 
obtained without recourse to so cri- 
minal and contemptible an agent. 

John Castles being sworn, was 
examined by Mr. Gurney, and de- 
posed to the following effect : —

* An eztisordinaiy robbery took place at Dangan in 1813. We extract the parti'* 
culars from the Irif h papers, and can Youcb for their authenticity ; for they were 
arterwards fully proved in evidence when an action was brought to recover the sum lost 
from the county :— 

' Blr. Roger O'Connor, of Dangan, in the county of Meath, for which place he 
pays an annual rent of one thousand five hundred pounds to Colonel Burrowes, who 
resides in Lpndon, has been in the habit of refusing to pay his rent at any place but on 
the premises. A Mr. Francis Gregory, agent to Colonel Burrowes, ttfter some preli- 
minary discussion with Mr. O'Connor, employed Mr. Doyle, postmaster of Trim, to 
receive the latter half-year's rent. On the 28th ult. Mr. Doyle went to Dangan for 
this purpose { at the gate he was accosted by a person, who said he was stationed 
there to give Mr. O'Connor immediate notice of his approach ; and Mr. Doyle fol- 
lowed hSa into the house, where he found Mr. O'Connor and his son Roderick ; when 
Mr. Doyle entered, O'Connor desired his son to withdraw. He then proceeded to pay 
Mr. Doyle the rent, amoontiBg to seven hundred and fifty pounds, and which was 
chieiy m one-pound notes. Mr, D<^le observed upon the inconvenience of that mode 
of payment, and requested the use of pen and ink to mark the notes. This was re- 
fused : Mr. Doyle, after counting the notes, left the house— and within thirty yards of 
it, and before he bad got to the stable, he was attacked firom behind by two persons m 
disgoise, whoses fhces were masked ; they knocked him down, tied a handkerchief 
over his fisoSy robbed him of the money he had just received, and some silver of bis 
own ; and having bound his legs with a cord, and forced a sack over his head, they 
left him. During the whole transaction, the robbers never uttered a word. No person 
whatever having come to his assistance, Mr. Doyle remained for some time before he 
was able to extricate himself. On his return to the house he saw a lady, to whom he 
mentioned how he had been treated.

SiNCB the murder of the Marr 
family the public mind had not been 
so shocked by any dreadful atrocity 
as that for which these malefactors 
so deservedly suffered. 

These men had for several ye^rs 
subsisted hy plunder and gaming; 
for although brought up to the trade 
of weavers, they had long declined 
seeking their livelihood by an honest 
pursuit of that business. James 
Ashcroft the elder, father of James 
Ashcroft the younger, and brother 
of David Ashcroft, had formerly 
been in the Methodist connexion, 
but had been expelled hy the mem- 
l»ers of that persuasion for immoral 
conduct. He was quite a fanatie, 
and was fully persuaded that his 
fiiith was such that he could work 
miracles, and that, having once at- 
tained the perfection of grace, he 
never could again fall; conse- 
quently, he imagined that he could 
offend Heaven with impunity — a 
doctrine at once extravagant and 
ridiculous, and seems, in thb in- 
stance, to have operated on the dis- 
torbed intellects of this man, in a 
way which doubtless contributed to 
his crimes. He once, to illustrate 
the fiuialic doctrine of faith only, 
thrust his hand and arm into the 
fire, to show that they would not 
bam; hot the experiment did not 
sacoeed, and the effect of the scorch- 
ing was such that he lost a joint. 

James Ashcroft, the son, was 
worthy of tuch a father, but appears 



the greater villain, for he added hy- 
porrisiy to his other crimes. He 
wss the principal of a society that 
met for religious edification ; and so 
imponiiig was his affected piety, 
that Inn insirudions were preferred, 
by a respectable family, to those ojf 
a sincere clergyman of the Esta- 
bli^hed Church. David Ashcroft, 
and Holden, held similar tenets, and, 
no doubt, were influenced bv the doc- 
trines acted upon by the (ather and 
son. 

It was necessary that we should 
have Ktated these particnlars, be- 
cause tliey serve to explain the in- 
fatuated wickedness of these men,

These atrociou8 monsters became, 
from long acquaintance with ini- 
quity, ISO Aimiliari ed to crime, that 
they, at length, committed, in the 
very face of day, a deed which ia 
without a parallel for cool and deli«i 
berate turpitude.

WMIiam Collins, through miscon- 
c^-plion, had been confined on a 
charge respecting a horse and cart, 
ill the hek'Up. James Ashcroft 
the elder was also there. Collins 
told him his whole case, and Ash- 
croft, in return, made him acquaint- 
ed with his. Ashcroft statt-d the 
whole particulars of their movements 
about Pendleton, previous to the 
robl»ery ; he remained at the back 
of a beilge while the othertt went in, 
and was to give a signal if he saw 
any one approach the hoitae. 

Several witncbses were then call- 
ed, who corroborated tht statement 
made to Collina by tlie elder Ash- 
croft, respecting their different 
movements. 

The case for the prosecution here 
olofied, and the prisoners severally 
addressed (he Court, protesting their 
inoocenoe: after which a few wit- 
nesses for the delence were culled ; 
hot their testimony was vague, ami 
their owii characters doubtful. 

The Chief Baron summed up Ihe 
evidence hi a very luminous address 
of more than an liour and a half. 
Towards Ihe conclusion of it. David 
Ashcroft begged to be allowed Io 



say aometliing fiirther. The Chief 
Baron said it was quite irregular^ 
but he would certainly indulge him. 
He then threw out many incoherent 
charges against the evidence (nr tlie 

Srosecution, and beg^ged to have 
Ir. Wright, s magistrate, and Mr. 
Witherlon, a constable, examined to 
contradict Mary Hallows. 

The judi^e said he would sllow 
it, but insisted that Mr. Williams, 
the counsel for the Ashcrofts, snd 
Mr. Starkie, thecouusel for Holden, 
should be sent for. 

After a considerable interval Mr. 
Williams appeared without wig or 
gown, and after he had conversed 
for a considerable time with his 
lordship snd with the pris«mers, 
David Aslicroft said he would leave 
the case as it was to God Almighty, 
who Hie hoped would direct his 
lordship and the jury to do justice. 

James Ashcroft, the elder, then 
ejaculated — ' O ! nray God, by his 
Holy Spirit, inspire the jury to per- 
ceive the truth, and to giv^ a Iriie 
verdict, for we are all innocent of 
this murder.' 

The Chief Baron—' I'll listen to 
any thiiiy: for which you can offer 
evidence ; but you must not be al- 
lowed to make speeches of thst 
kind.' H is lordship then concluded 
by a very impartial and solemn 
peroration. 

The jury in two minotes returned 
their verdict Jsmes Ashcroft the el- 
der, David Ai^hcrof I, James Asbcnift 
the younger, and William Holdea 
^-Guilty. John Robinson -* Not 
Guilty. 

James Ashcroft the elder. — ' This 
is murdering us in cold hloud. God 
will reveal this injustice. I pray 
earnestly that he would now send 
twu angels to declare upon that tatUe 
who committed this murder. We 
are innocent, and I will declare so 
to the Isst' 

David Ashcroft invoked God, and 
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pratestcd his innocence io tiie same 
miinoer. 

James Asbcroft the yoaDis:er. — ' If 
1 muttt saflTer death for a crime I Me- 
rer committed, I implore your ho- 
nour to looii ill mercy on my poor 
mife and chi dren. (Here a tremen- 
dous shriek burst from a female in 
the crowd, who, it #as foond, was 
his unfortunate wife.) 

William Holden. — 'Silence, si- 
lence! (fliui^in^ one arm towards 
heaven and the other towards his 
earthly jud^e)— There U a God 
yonder who knows that we are in- 
nocent, and who will make amends 
for this/ 

The Chief Baron here directed 
tlie business of the Court to be pro- 
ceeded with, and the prisoners again 
repeated their protestations of inno- 
cence, and declared all the evidence 
against them to be perjuries and lies. 

The awful sentence of death was 
then pronounced. They were or- 
dered for execution on the Monday 
following. The jud^e declared, 
that no sensible person, who liad 
heard the evidence, could have a 
doubt of their guilt; that he owed 
it to justice to say, that he consi- 
dered the verdict the only one an 
intelligent jury could have returned. 

The moment sentence was pro- 
nounced, James Ashcrolt, the elder, 
waved his right hand, with a white 
bundle in it, over his head, and ex- 
claimed aloud, ' Glory to God !' 

David Ashcroft said he hoped 
God would not allow the injustice 
done to them to be always unknown. 

James Aslicroft, the younger, 
said he would meet a higher judge 
with a conscience clear of this 
guUt. 

William Holden vociferated in a 
wild tone, 'There is Mr. Nadin, 
and there is Mr. Fox (attorney for 
the proiecution), and before they 
leave the earth God will punish 
them.' 



Thus were these terriic culprits 
hurried away from the bar. while 
every person in Conit waa pene- 
trated with a chilling horror at tadi 
a dreadful scene. 

The trial lasted froa eight in the 
rooming till eight at night. 

Afler their eondeainalion these 
wretched men atill persisted in as- 
serting their innocence, and every 
appeal to them to acknowledge their 
guilt, even with refereoco to the 
awful momefeit so fi»t approaching, 
the pangs of which night be mi- 
tigated by relieving l&eir minds 
from the load of crime under which 
they laboured, waa fruitleas and 
luetfectual ; they seemed influenced 
by the moat determined feelings of 
unrelenting obduracy, which they 
reconciled to themselves by fanati- 
cism and superstition. 

On the 8th of September, pur- 
suant to sentence, they were led to 
the fiital scaffold. Precisely at a 
quarter paat twelve, the door, lead- 
ing from the caiitle to the scaflbld, 
opened, and William Holden, a 
strong-built, middle-sized , and 
grey-headed man, was led forth, with 
his hands pinioned both at the wriats 
and elbows: before the cap was 
placed on his head, he turned ronnd 
to the immense multitude of specta- 
tors, and, with a firm and loud voice, 
said, ' I am innocent of the crime 
for which I am to suffer as the child 
unborn. May God take away all 
my ains as I am innocent of this 
murder.' The cap waa then drawn 
over his face, and the rope tied about 
his neck. 

David Ashcroft vraa stationed 
next him. He spoke to this effect, 
with frequent repetitions of the same 
oliservations — ' I am glad to see so 
many persons now looking on, as I 
testify to them that we are all igno 
rant of this crime. I do protest to 
you all, before God, that we are all

* When the privilege of trial hy battle is claimed by the appellee, the judges have 
to consider whether, under the circamstances, he is entitled to the exercise of such 
privilege ; and his claim thereto having been adnutted, they fix a day and place for 
the combat, which is conducted with the following solemnities :*- 

A piece of ground is set ont, of sixty feet square, enclosed with lists, and on one 
side a court erected for the judges of the Court of Common Pleas, who attend there 
in their scarlet rohes ; and also a bar is prepared for the learned sergeants at law. 
\Vhen the Court is assembled, proclamatioa is made for the parties, who are accord- 
ingly introduced in the area by the proper officers, each armed with a baton, or staff 
of an ell long, tipped with horn, and bearing a four-cornered leather target for de- 
fence. The oombataats are baie-beaded and bare-footed, the appellee with his head 
shaved, the appellant as usual, but both dressed alika The appellee pleads Not 
Guilty* and throws down his glove, and declares he will defend the same by his 
body ; the appellant takes up the glove, and replies that he is ready to make good the 
appieal, body fm body. And thereupon the appellee, taking the Bible in his right

Hunt and his col- 
leagues were, after a short examina- 
tion before the magistrates, con- 
ducted to solitary cells, on a charge 
of high treason. On the following 
day notices were issued by the ma- 
gistrates, hy which the practice of 
military training, allege<l to have 
been carried on in secret, by large 
bodies of men, for lreat>onable pnr- 
poses, was declared to be illegal. 
Public thanks were, by the same 
authority, returned to the officers 
and men of the respective corps en- 
gaged in Ihe attack ; ami, on tlie 
arrival in London of a dispatch from 
the local authorities, a cabinet coun- 
cil was held, ihe result of which 
was the return of official letters of 
thanks to the magistrates, for their 
prompt, decisive, and efficient mea- 
sures for the preservation of the 
public tranquillity ; and to all the 
military engaged, for the support 
and assistance afforded by them to 
the civil power. 

The circumstances of the Man- 
chester case turned out to he such, 
that government, by the advice of 
the law ufficeis of tlie crown, found 
it expedient to abandon the threat- 
ened |iriiserittion of Mr. Hunt and 
his colleatitieM for hii:h treason. 
Those persons were accordingly in- 
formed that they would be pruct-eded 
suainst for a conspiracy only, which 
niiuht be bailed ; but Mr. Hunt re- 
fused to t<ive bail, evrn, as he said, 
to the ainouut of a siuule farthing : 
some of his friends, however, libcrat- 
eil him. On hi^ return from Lan- 
caster to Manchester, Hunt was 
drawn about two miles by women, 
and ten by men. In fact, his return 
wis one long triumphal procession, 
waited upon by thousands, on horse, 
en foot, and in carriages, who hail- 
ed him witii conliDU'd shouts of 
applause 



The sensation produced throogb- 
out the country by this flktal busi- 
ness was intense. H unt's conduct 
was universally applaoded, and he 
received the Ihsiiks of nearly every 
county in England. Those who 
opposed him on principle now for- 
got their enmity, and hailed him as 
the uncompromising champion of 
Liberty. His entry into LiOodoM 
was public, and some of the first 
characters of the day honoured him 
with their presence, whilst hundreds 
of thousands welcomed him with 
deafening applause. 

The a^^itation had hardly subsided 
when true bills were found against 
Hunt and others, and their trials 
came on at Yerk, and continued, 
witliout intermission, for fourteen 
days, during which time Hunt dis- 
played powers of intellect and scote- 
ness of perception which even his 
friends did not suspect him to be 
possessed of. He was found Guilty, 
however, and ordered to be brought 
up to the Court of King's Bench for 
sentence, before the passing of 
which he moved, in person, for a 
new trial. Althou&;h he argued with 
all the tact and ability of the roost 
experitmced lawyer, his motion was 
refused, and he was sentenced to 
two years and a half imprisooraent 
in llchester gaol. 

He had not been long incarcerated 
uhen he brought to light a system 
of the most infamous cruelty which 
had been practised on tlie unfortu- 
nate inmates of that dreadful Bas- 
tile by the barbarous gaoler. Mr. 
Hunt himself, being treated with 
great cruelly, addreasefl a letter to 
Mr. Justice Bayley, detailinir cases 
of atrocious cruelty. 

The ouestion was, at length, 
brought before the House of Com- 
mons, and an inquiry fidlowed. 
Hunt substantiated all his chark"es, 
ami .the in|iuman gaoler was dis- 
missed and purishedy while the 
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country raiii; with the praise of liis 
accttner's roaiilv cnnduoi. 

The two yt ar8 aud a half bavinq^ 
expired, Mr. Hoiit was liberated, 
Hiid once more made his public en- 
try into London. But the times 
had changed ; the public prosperity 
had banished discontent, and he 
»as attended on this occasion bv 
none of that popular enthusiasm 
which accompanied him on his 
former visit. He made several at- 
tempts to arouse the letharny of his 
pariiy^ans. but failint;:, he very wisely 
betook himself to his private doty. 



In 1819 he had introduced roasted 
corn as a substitute for coffee, and 
his son superintended the manufac- 
tory during: his imprisonment. On 
his liberation he opened several 
houses for the sale of this economi- 
cal article ; and, in 1824, he addeil 
to his business of roasting corn 
by commencing a manufactory of 
blacking. The name of the once- 
popular demagogue might then be 
seen ' rubric on the walls ;' and, 
from being an opponent of theWhius 
and Tories, he ll^came the humble 
rival of Day and Martin.

Thus far the conspirators might 
probably have carried their plans into 
tflect ; but of the scheme for a ge- 
neral revolution, which these men, 
whose number never exceeded thirty, 
appear seriously to have considered 
themselves cspable of accomplish- 
ing, we cannot seriously speak. 
Among other arrangements the 
Mansion House, selected, we sup- 
pose, for its proximity to the Bank, 
was fixed upon for the ' palace of 
the provisional government,' 

The place chosen for the final or- 
ganization of their proceedings, and 
for collecting their force previous 
to immediate action, was a half di- 
lapidated tenement in an obscure 
street called Cato Street, near the 
Edgware road. The premises were 
composed of a stable, with a loft 
above, and had been some time un- 
occupied. The people in the neigh- 
bourhood were ignorant that the 
stable was let, till the day fixed 
upon for the perpetration of their 
atrocious purpose, when several 
persoiiH, some of whom carried sacks 
and other packages, were seen to 
go in and out, and carefully to lock 
tlie door after them. 

The information upon which mi- 
Minters proceeded, in frustrating the 
fichfuies of the conspirators, was de- 
rived from a man named Edwards, 
who pretended to enter into their 
views, for the purpose of betraying 
them. Odious as is the name of a 
Kpy, ministers only did that, in 
listening to this man's testimony, 
which any individual would have 
done under similar circumstances, 
for we cannot for one moment sup- 
pose them capable of hiring this 
man to destroy a few poor wretches, 
without resources of any kind, and 



from whom nothing conld have been 
apprehendtd. It is mors than pro- 
bable, however, that such a roan 
would overset his part, and create 
moch of the mischief he was em- 
ployed to prevent: indeed it was 
affirmed by Thistlewood that Ed- 
wards first suggested the attetufit 
to him, and had supplied him with 
small sums of money for the pur- 
chase of arms. 

Thus accurately informed of the 
intentions of the conspirators, mea- 
sures were promptly taken for their 
apprehension. A strong body of 
constables and police-officers, sup- 
ported by a detachment of the 
guards, were ordered to proceed to 
Cato Street, under the direction of 
Mr. Birnie, the magistrate. On ar- 
riving at the spot they found thdt 
the conspirators had taken the pre- 
caution to place a sentinel below, 
and that the only approach to tlie 
loft was by passing np a ladder, and 
through a trap-door so narrow as 
not to admit more than one at a 
time. Rothven led the way, fol- 
lowed by Ellis, Smithers, and 
others, of the liow Street |iatrnlf, 
and on the door being opt-ned thi^y 
discovered the whole gang, ia num- 
ber betweeu twenty and thirty, 
hastily arming themselves. There 
was a carpenter's liench in the 
room, on which lay a number of 
cutlasses, bayonets, pistols, sword- 
bf^lts, and a considerable quaniity 
of ammunition. Ruthven, upon 
bursting into the loft, announcfd 
himself as a peace-officer, and call- 
ed upon them to lay down their arms. 
Thistlewood stood near the door 
with a drawn sword, and Smithers 
advanced upon him, when the for- 
mer made a lunge, and the unfor- 
tunate ofiicer received the blade in 
his breast, and almost immediately 
expired.

If you re- 
port truly, I do not only think, but 
am justified in saying. Sir William

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Forbes and the Commercial Baoktrs 
are a set of tcoundrc'ls, snd the 
greatest ?illaios in existence ; and 
cerlainlj not deseryin^ any credit 
whatever. I shall, most asHiiredly, 
report their condu^l, not oi.ly to the 
bank directors of England, bat post 
them in every commercial town in 
Europe. 

' Let these fellows have any books 
belonging to me, or in my posses- 
sion I Certainly not. Pray let me 
ask, how am I to know, when they 
are in such villainous hands, what 
use they may make oi them to 
answer iheir own ends and purposeti ?

I would not, after 6uch 
swearing, lying quirks, tricks, and 
subterfuues as these honourables 
have been guilty of, trust theni with 
the piece of tobacco paper now before 
me. I therefore decidedly decline 
having any thing to do with such 
honourables, and wish to have no 
other communication with them but 
in a court of justice, where I could 
scarcely even there think myself 
safe (particularly iu a Scotch court, 
where they are permitted to say 
and swear what they please through 
their agency.) 

' I shall be away from heie in a 
day or two, either for Berne or the 
Italian Statet.

One 
man went for the laudable purpose 
of awakening in bis mind some sen- 
timents of religion, and to Induce 
him to repent of his manifold crimes, 
as a necessary means of salvation. 
This person was attached to the 
Methodists, and one day brought 
with him a friend, a missionary, 
whom he introduced to Mackcoull. 
The convict received his guests with 
great politeness, and soon began to 
question the missionary so closely 
concerning hid travels in Germany^ 
that he was glad to fly to Poland 
and Silesia ; when, finding th.it 
Mackcoull had not been there, he 
began to expatiate on the ignorance 
and 'i>arbarism of the people, whom 
he represented as eating jackasses. 
< Hold ! hold !' said Mackcoull, < I 
do not believe you ; for, if they eat 
asset, how the devil did you escape 
being devoured ?* 

After the month of August Mack- 
coull fell into a natural decline, 
which affected his mental faculties 
so much that he became altogether 
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8ill> and ehiidish. He was haunleil 
in bis sleep by frightful dreams ami 
yitioas, and frequently started up 
with sach dreadful cries, and htir- 
rible ezpressioiia and impn cations, 
tliat noue of the other ftlonn could 
remain in the cell with him. He 
was visited occasionally, not only 
by the regular ordinary of the gaol, 
but also by several eminent divines, 
to all of whom he behaved with be- 
coming respect, bat cenerally re- 
fused or declined to enter with ihem 
on religious subjecis. Sometimes, 
however, it is said, he attributed tins 
obdoracy to the want of a religious 
education, and the very sli^lit ac- 
quitintance he h»d with the Bi!fle. 
Previous to his deuth he was so 
much emaciated that tlio«e who saw 
him at the tiial could not again re- 
cognize him; while, from the time 
of his conviction, it WkS remarktd 
thai hia hair began to change co- 
lour. At that period it was jet 
black, but in the conrse of thrfc 
months it Leranie silver grey. He 
died in the county gaol of Edin- 
hnrtrh, on the 22d ilav of December, 
182G. and was decently inteired, at 
the expense of his wife, in the 
Gallon burying-ground. 

Thus t4;rminate«l the mortal eais- 
tence of a man who eeemed destined 
by Nature for a better fate. Th^t 
he possessed abilities which, with 
honest and induatrions application, 
mieht have rendered him a useful 
member of boriety, cannot be de- 
nied : but it is difficult to overcome 
the elFect of early impressions — he 
was reared and nurtured in a hot-bed 
of vice. He felt no ^pur, no in- 



centive, to virtue ; and he impli- 
citly followed the impulse of a pol- 
luted couception. Uls whole life 
may thus be considered as one uo- 
interrupted career of villany, almoit 
without a parallel. That he did nol 
expiate his crimes on a gibbet, wai 
merely owioa to circumstances whirh 
are not worth explaining; but, dur- 
ing the period of his imprisonment, 
he suffered many deaths. Of the 
fatal tree he spoke wiihont fear; 
but the dread of a figure tribunal 
paralized his undentanding^ He 
saw and trembled at the approach 
of that unerring shaft wtiich to 
earthly ruler could control ; while 
the horrors of his mind, by sflfect- 
ing the nervous system, accelerated 
his dirsolution. The retrospect of 
his life often obtruded itself with 
new modificatioos of insupportable 
refleciion^the prospect of fulnriiy 
he could only contemplate with feai^ 
ful apprehension. He felt the 
wakening of a seared conscience, 
from which there was no retreat. 
He crawled about, grinding his 
teeth ; his intervals of slumber were 
broken and interrupted with the 
most frightful vinions, and he saw 
the hairs of his head become grey 
with anguish ! I'he picture is too 
horrible to finiah. To Religion he 
was a stranger, a total stranger, in 
this hour of need : he felt not her 
soothing influence — he cherished 
not the hope of forgiveness or 
mercy. Unhappy man ! he looked 
to God as to a cruel and Tindictive 
ruler, at who^e hands he could only 
expect the full punishment of his 
crimes : his resignation was despair !

It has, however, been subse- 
quently established, by the most in- 
dubitable testimony, that, although 
this petition had been drawn up 
under an impression generally en- 
tertained in tlie prison that a denial 
of guilt would be considered as an 
imputation upon the court and the 
jury, and render all applications for 
mercy unavailing, the prisoner, fully 
aware of this circurastance| could 
by no entreaty be prevailed upon to 
acknowledge guilt, even for the 
chance of saving his life. A pious 
fraud was therefore committed, and

This fact was brought under the 
cognizance of the seci^tary of state,

Between White and Harley there 
was no similarity, further than their 
innocence of the crime for which 
they had been convicted.

Barnicoat proHoctd 
wilnc'sses to prove an aliln, but as 
tbej contradicled each other in 
parts of their tei>timoiiy, thej were 
disbelieTfrdy and a verdict of gniltj 
was pronounced against Barnicoat 
and John Thompson. Thomas 
Thompson was acquitted, the declar- 
ation of the murdered Hancock not 
having included him. Bamicoat 
was ill his tweiity-fourth year, and 
Tliompson only in his tteveU' 
teeiith. 

On Monday. April S, 1821, 
these two miserable youths under- 
went the awful sentence of the law 
at Launceslon. About half past nine 
they were lead to the scaffold, which 
was erected in the Castle Green,

bad was the handle of a pike. The 
necessary preparations being com- 
pleted, tbe chaplain spent a few 
minutes in prayer with the culprits, 
and then withdrew ; almost imme- 
diately after, Bamicoat gave the 
signal previously agreed on, and 
with hia companion was launched 
into eternity, in presence of a great 
concourse of spectators.

In a few 
minutes Ennis knocked at the door, 
and on gaining admission she de- 
sired Butterly to put a handkerchief 
round Miss Thompson's month, to 
prevent her from giving alarm. 
Butterly immediately did as desired, 
and dragged the poor young lady 
down stairs into the kitchen, where 
she kept her until Ennis had pro- 
cured the trunk and writing desk, 
in which was money to a consider- 
able amount. 

Ennis on going away cried out 
from the top of the kitchen stairs, 
' Butterly, don't injure the young 
lady on your life.' But she had 
no sooner closed the door after her, 
than jealous fury took possession of 
the atrocious wretch, and she took 
up the poker, with which she struck 
Miss Thompson on the head, and 
repeated her blow until life was ex- 
tinguished. The sight of death 
seems to have softened the savage 
barbarity of her heart ; for, with an 
unaccountable impulse, she took up 
the mangled body in her arms, and 
wished that she could again infuse 
life into thai once beauteous form. 
But as this was now impossible she 
thought of her own safety, and ran 
up stairs. In the hall she met Miss 
Thompson's child ; kissed it, and 
carried it into the parlour, after 
which she took her departure. On 
going to her lodgings she was 
alarmed by not findinir Ennis at 
home, and suspecting that all was 
not right she became dreadfully 
agitated. 

In the mean time. Captain Peck's 
servant, who had followed her mas. 
ter to the market, returned, and not 
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gaiDiDg imnedUte admiitioii looked 
down the kitchen window, where 
she saw her mistress \jing on the 
floor. Giring the ■larm, the door 
was forced open, when the robbery 
•ad murder were qaickly made 
known, and thousands Hocked to 
Portland Place, to inform them- 
aelTos of a fact which at first ap- 
peared too atroeioas for belief with- 
out occular demonstration. 

The sensation produced in Dub- 
lin by this mid-day mnrder was 
intense; the yonth and beauty of 
the deceased ^ply affected all who 
saw her mangled remains ; and, for- 
tnnately for the ends of justice, the 
Ottlprits did not long enjoy thf-ir ill- 
acquired wealth. Ennis vent to a 
grocer in Great Britain Street, and 
bat lag ordered some tea tendered a 
note, which she railed a ponnd-nole, 
lor payment. The grocer, whose 
name was M^GIoin, seeing that it 
was a ten poimd-note, questioned 
her, and finding that she became 
alarmed he sent for a peace-officer, 
and had her taken into ca«tody. 
The note was soon identified by 
Captain Peck, aiid Ennis having 
mentioned her lodgings, the officers 
proceeded thither, when they found 
fiutterly, with part of the money, as 
well as the trunk and writing-desk ; 



for Ennis hsd retnwed aoon after 
Bntterly. and deposited these thiup 
in her room. ^ 

These wretched woown were m 
sooner committed to prison thii 
they acknowledged thur gnilt, aa^ 
through tho influence of the piiat 
who attended them. Captain Peck 
was pot in possesion of the re- 
mainder of his money. On the fint 
of the following May tliey wen 
tried and oonTicted, and on Monday 
the 4th were eaecoCed in front of 
Kilmainhara gaol, amidst an ia- 
mense coneonrse of spcctaton. 
Soon after they had been taraed off, 
a botcher's dog got into the cirde 
kept clear about the fatal drop by 
tbe- draffooas, who attended Uk 
that purpose. One of these men 
made a cut of his sword at the dog, 
who immedialelj attacked hia horsoi 
and in the confusion which ensutd 
the people imaxined that the soldien 
had charged the people. The con- 
sequence was a simnitaneoos move- 
ment to aet away, and in the hnrr 
a young man was trampled to desth, 
and seteral pt-rsons were danger- 
ously hurt. The wretched culpiits 
on the morning of execution con- 
fessed the crime for which they were 
about to die, and appeared truly 
penitent.

enteiprisc nf this nature ; nnrl too 
oflcn parents are found llionghtloaa 
enough lo rncourugo such conilnol 
hy making a liiugh of it. and oven J 
relating their own feats of child-- i 
hood. A little considmlion of tin I 
bHd principles thus cRiled into ex«iv | 
cise, and the exposure of had cow* 
piinyincurrc(f,Hould certainly cheek 
•urii erraiiraus conduct. 

At about ten yeats of age, Ibe 
subject of this narrative was artud 
witli a feter, Hnd on his recover; 
dill not return to vrhnol, but staid 
to ntiiisl hig fHthcr in his business, 
■nd thus terminated his eduratioa 
for a considerable time. A trifling 
accident having occurred at home, 
Ihmngh fear ot pnnii-hment from hij 
father, ho came to the resolution of 
r)nittint; hix house; and from that 
fslal hour he dated the commence. 
mtnt of his sinful career, Perli»pi 
he uiiLht, with grf at propriety, hare 
Bone back to that in which lie firat 
slily staid away from school, and 
spent the hours with sinful coro- 
paniotis in forbidden sporta. A boy 
who had never iieen guilty of dis- 
obedience and artifice at school, 
would icarcely, on account of a umall 
accident nt home, liav* ttVen at 
oiicc Ihe rauli step of forsaking a 
father's house.

still oftener indulged : — ' It w«s my 
lot to girt among bad companions, 
and so fall into aicked «a>8.' Mf 
I am doomi d to go on to my ruin, 
it is in vain to sIriTe against it.' 
* If I am to he Hsved at IsMt, some- 
thing will turn np for my conver- 
sion/ What can liaye a atrongf r 
tenilcncy than sentiments like these 
to hitrdcn men in their sins ? 

Ilaggart*8 next adventure was in 
acccmipaiiying a lad, with whom he 
had been very intimate, on a visit 
to a relation, vix miles from Edin- 
burgh. They saw a pony arazing 
on the road vide^ when Haggart,

In the close of the week, being in a 
state of intoxication, he fell in with 
a recruiting party at the nmcm^ and 
got enlisted in the Norfolk militia. 

He soon learnt to bc-at the drum, 
and afterwards to blow the bugle 
horn ; he liked the red coat and the 
soldieriuK well enough fur a ahile, 
but soon became tired of it; he 
found the confinement dissgreeable, 
and the pay too small for his extra- 
Tagant ideas. In about a yi-ar the 
regiment was ordered to England 
to be disbanded ; and hat ing made 
inlereat with his commanding officer, 
he got his discharge in Edinburgh, 
and returned to the house of hie fa. 
ther, who again kindly pnt him ta 
school, where he continued about 
nine months* and obtained a farther 
knowledge of arithmetic and book- 
keeping.

at the early age of sixteen, 
1 into such a state of Vice 
etchedness, that his mind 
lot endure reflection.

heard, or did, was wicked ; 
its and his days were evil ; 
d not bear to look at his 



relations, and growing at last im- 
patient of the restraint of living in 
his father's house, he formed the 
resolutioti of shifring his scene of 
action. Among his wretched asso- 
ciates, he had formed a great in- 
timacy with Barney M^Guire, an 
Irishman, considerably older than 
himself; of a bold, enterprising spi- 
rit^ of great budily streiiKth, and a 
most dexterous pick-pocket. In> 
structed by this veteran in the arts 
of wickedness, they agreed to travel 
to England together, and share the 
fruits of their unlawful occupation. 
It was when in company with, and 
encouraged by the daring acts of 
this man, that he first attempted to 
pick a pocket in open day- light ; 
and he it observed, this attempt was 
made on a race ground, and on the 
person of a gentleman who had been 
very successful in his bets. Haggart 
was so eager on his prey as to pull 
out the pocket aloni? with the 
money, and nearly upset the gentle- 
man, who turned quickly round and 
examined his hands ; but the booty 
was already passed to his companion 
in wickedness, and the gentleman 
appeared satisfied of his innocence, 
but said some one had picked his 
pocket. The produce of this achieve- 
ment was eleven pounds. 

From Portobelln, Haggart and 
hiii wicked companion proceedeil to 
Jedburgh, and thence to Kelso 
to attend St James's fair. They 
repaired to the ground soon after 
breakfast, where they continued un- 
til dark. Having observed a man 
who had some horses for sale, and 
who had a bulk, apparently notes, 
in his breast pocket, Haggart came 
up to price a good looking horse, 
while Barney acted as his assistant 
A discussion arising respecting the 
animars age, the jockey, eager to 
satisfy thetn, held the jaws of the 
animal and shewed his teeth, and 
while his arms were raised, Barney 
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contrived to ease him of the con- 
tents of his pocket, which, however, 
contained only nine pounds. Ha^- 
gart immediately requested to see 
the horse's paces, and on thejuclLey 
complying they made off when his 
back was turned. During the day 
they committed other depredations, 
particularly on a gentleman whom 
liafcgart watched all day. 

Soon after Dumfries fair inrited 
the attention of the youni; plun- 
derers: here tliey remained three 
weeks ; but M'Guire being already 
known tliere aa an old ofl^nder, kept 
in close, and the prosecution of their 
schemes of plunder was committed 
toHaggartand a brother of M'Guire, 
and aa he also was a well-known 
pickpocket, Haggart kept at a dis- 
tance from him, and noTcr spoke to 
him in the streets. What a wretched 
thing must it be, that regard to 
personal safety compels these chosen 
companiona in rice, theae partners 
in the gains of iniquity, to disavow 
and avoid each other iu the presence 
of their fellow-creaturea ! 

Beside collecting: about seven 
pounds in silver, (perhaps much of 
it from persons whom the loss might 
sink into deep distress,) Haggart, 
observing a person [going about in 
quest of change for a ten-pound 
note, followed him into the shop of 
a hosier, nnder pretence of purchas- 
ing goods, but in fact for the por- 
poae of plunderinir the unsuspecting 
stranger. He secured his booty, and 
decamped ; and the day following 
started with his companions to 
Aunan, and thence to Lockerby, 
where a fair was about to be held. 

Here, at an inn, they got them, 
selves into company with a farmer 
and drover, both pietty much in 
liquor, and in consequence inclined 
to quarrel. Of these circumstances 
the Tillaini took adrantage. Hag- 
gart tanned the flame of contention, 
and urged them on to fight; at 



lenRfth they rose and stripped; 
M'Guire, under pretence of dissuad- 
ing and separating, irritated then 
the more, and involved tbens in s 
general scuffle, during which Hai;- 
gart got from the farmer'a coat hii 
pocket-book,containingtwenty-three 
pounds ; than rang the bell in a vio- 
lent passion, paid the reckening, 
abused the waiter for putting then 
into a room with such company, and 
decamped. Well did the wise man 
observe, ' Who bath woe ? Who hath 
sorrow ? Who hath contentions ? 
Who hath babbling? Who hatli 
wounds without cause ? Who hath 
redness of eyes ? — They that tarry 
long at the wine — ^they that go to 
seek mixed wine.' 

The plunderers neat proceeded on 
foot to Langholm, again to the fiiir. 
There a gentleman, apparently a 
dealer in cattle, whom yonng 
M'Gnire had seen with a pocket- 
book containing a largo quantity 
of bank-notes> waa filed on as the 
object of their attack. They watch- 
ed an opportunity, and while Hag- 
gart, apparently by accident, turn- 
ed over the left breast of his coat 
on his arm, Barney M^Guire diverted 
his attention by a question relativs 
to some sheep just by, and yoosf 
M'Guire took from him hit pocket- 
book.This was passed to Barney, who 
immediately made off; the others re- 
mained a minute or two, and after- 
wards walked slowly away to avoid 
su8)»cion. 

On joining Barney, he showed 
them the pocket-bouk, stofft^ with 
cambric paper, and laughed at hii 
brother for giving them so much 
trouble about nothing ; but on get- 
ting alone with Haggart, he showed 
him theorize, which amounted to two 
hundred and one pounds. This is 
not the first instance in which Hsg- 
gartand M'Guire conspired to cheat 
the younger M'Guire of his share of 
the booty ; inch meanness and tret- 
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tku CubiIt, and were mllowed to 
attend Ihe yoon^ ladies to tbe 
theatrtfy and otiier places of public 
aaufeseut. Who bol noil slmWder 
at tbe periioos siloation in which 
thcve yoottg females were placed*? 
and what a lesson of caution it con- 
▼ejed both to young persons and 
those who have tbe charee of them, 
against forming habits of intimacy 
with persons whose character they 
are not thoroughly acquainted with ! 
While their though tle^ companions 
supposed them intent only on amuse- 
ment, these adepts in iniquity, like 
him to vbose service they had de- 
Toted themselves, were in reality 

* going about, seeking whom they 
might derour.' On one occasion, 
observing a gentleman whom they 
supposed miglit afford them a con- 
siderable booty, Barney, under pre- 
tence of indisposition, left his com- 
panions, attacked the stranger, and 
robbed him of tliirty-three pounds. 
Other similar adventures put them 
in possession of about serenty 
pounds, yet this sum did not defray 
their expences by fourteen pounds : 
no, for he that vorketh iniquity 

* earneth wages to put into a bag 
with holes.' 

One circumstance that occurred 
at Newcastle must not be wholly 
unnoticed, because it proTes that 
Ihe society of gamblers is often that 
of swindlers, cheats, profane snd 
quarrelsome persons ; and that gam- 
bling not unfrequently leads to the 
commission of these crimes. Hag- 
gart and his companions were at a 
house for receiving stolen goods, 
gambling with the bnlly of the 
house, from whom they gained about 
three pounds ; he became enraged, 
and swore an oath that they should 
not ieaye the house with his money ; 
on which a severe scuf9e ensued, 
which had well nigh ended in blood- 
lied and murder. 
In January, 1818, on their way 



to Dai ham. to attend a fair, th«j 
cau.e to a house in a lonely place, 
and determined lo break into it 
They entered it by a window, au^ 
met a strong resistance from tbe 
master of the boose; bat, haT^n^ 
knocked him do«n, they sscceeded 
in binding him hand and foot, and 
gasfging lum with a handkerchief. 
The rest of the family, being fe- 
males, were too mnch terriied to 
interrupt them, and they proceeded 
to rifle the property. Having takea 
about thirty pounds, they went to 
Durham, where Haggart was appre- 
hended the neat day ; but having 
changed his clothes, and eoosider- 
ably disguised himself, the man 
whose house they entered eould not 
identify him: be was accordingiy 
liberated , and returned to Ne wcaatle. 

In two or three days they «ere 
both apprehended, and carried back 
to Durham ; having on the same 
clothes in which they bad com- 
mitted the bniglsry, ihie man whom 
they had robbed immediately recog- 
nised them, and was bound oTer to 
proKecuie. They were tried under 
the feigned names of Morrison and 
Arkison, and were found guilty, 
nnd sent back to prison, in order to 
be brought up for sentence of death 
at the end of the assizes. 

They lo^it no time in oontrif ing 
their escape, and after long delibe- 
ration with their fellow-priaoners, 
resolved on the attempt. They set 
to work on the wall of their cell, and 
got out to the back passage, when 
the turnkey made his appearance. 
They seised him, took his keys, 
bound and gngged him : havinif 
gained the back yard they scaled 
the wall, but Barney and another 
prisoner fell, after i^aining the top : 
by thu time the alarm was giren, 
and I hey were both secured. 

Haggart having made his escape, 
returned to Newcastle, in company 
with a Yorkshireman (most probably 
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one who had escaped from prison 
with him), where he obtaiaed a tool 
with which to assist M^Guire in 
making his escape ; and they were 
returning to Durham when thej 
were pursued bj two officers, who 
got close to thtm on a wild part of 
the road unobserred. Just as they 
were springing on Haggart, he laid 
one of them low with his pistol, and 
left hiiii« uncertain whether he had 
his murder to answer for, but believ- 
ing that bis aim was but too true ; 
and that was indeed the case. The 
Yorkshireman knocked down the 
other, and thej then proceeded to 
Durham ; where, in the night time, 
Uaggart, by means of a rope ladder, 
got oyer the back wall of the gaol, 
and conveyed the spring saw to 
M*Gaire, who made his escape that 
same night» by cutting the iron bars 
of hit cell window, and followed 
Haggart to Newcastle, and thence 
accompanied him to Berwick-on« 
Tweed* Dunse, and Coldstream, 
where they lodged at a house for 
feceiving stolen goods; in the even- 
ing tliey stripped a drover of nine 
poondi, and removed next day to 
Kelso. It ia mentioned in this and 
in several other instances, that the 
penons they attacked were more or 
less in a state of intoxication : let 
this be a warning against that com- 
mon, but disgraceful and ruinous 
vice ;— -intoxieation renders a person 
aa easy prey both to ill-designing 
men and to the great tempter, who 
is ever on the watch to catch un- 
wary ioola. 

At Kdso they made a similar at- 
tack on (he pemon of a farmer, but 
he had his eyes about him, and, de- 
tecting Barney in the act of bring- 
ing his money out of his pocket, he 
leized him by tlie oollar, and a ter- 
rible scuffle ensued. The fanner, 
who was very powerful, still retained 
his grasp ; a mob soon gathered ; 
Haggart escaped by flight, but

M'Guire was secured, and impri. 
soned for three months. 

Being now left without an asso* 
ciate, Uaggart returned to New- 
castle, where he resided four months^ 
in the house of his old friend, Mrs. 

A : during his stay there, one 

of the young ladies was married to 
a respectable shopkeeper, on which 
occasion Haggart took the lead in 
conducting the festivities of the 
wedding. About two months of the 
time HHggart supported himself by 
gambling, in the same low and 
vicious society he had before fre- 
quented. One evening, having ac- 
companied one of the Miss A ■■ -'s 
to the theatre, on their return, a 
gentleman much in liquor attempted 
to insult the young lady ; struggling 
in her defence, Haggart contrived to 
pick the pocket of his antagonist of 
nineteen guineas. On another oc- 
casion he observed a person at the 
gambling-house also much intoxi- 
cated, whom he watched out of the 
hooiie; aflfected accidently to jostle 
him, and stripped him of thirty- 
three pounds. Soon after, attempt- 
ing to take a gentleman's gold 
watch, he was detected and pursued, 
but made his escape by back ways 
home. He attempted nothing far- 
ther in Newcastle ; but in the month 
of June took leave of his hostess^ 
and her daughters, with much re- 
gret on both sides. For the kind* 
ness and friendship manifested to- 
wards him by the family, Haggart 
expressed great gratitude, and ol>- 
served, * Little did they know the 
person whom they had so long har- 
boured in their house, and intro- 
duced to most of their acquaint- 
ances and relations, under the name 
of Mr. John Wilson.* 

Qn returning to Edinburgh Hag- 
gart employed himself, in connexion 
with a new associate. In shop- 
lifting. The goods thus obtained 
were disposed of for a quarter o^ 
117 
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their value, and the senrant of ini- 
qaitj experieuced the pinchings of 
poTertj — so expensive is vice, and 
so insatiable the desire of forbidden 
goods. With his new companion 
(Henry) Haggart next visited Perth^ 
where thej accosted a Highland 
farmer^alread J intoxicated — invited 
him to take some more liqcor, and 
robbed hini of nine pounds. 

A day or two after this Haggart 
was seized with violent illness, and 
retamed to Edinburgh : after a few 
days, finding himself somewhat re- 
covered, he strolled oat at dnslL, 
^ and assisted some old companions in 
their iniquitous pursuits ; he was ac- 
cidentally seen byGeorgeM'Conner, 
an old apprentice of his father's, 
who had faithfully promised if ever 
he met with him to bring him home. 
He succeeded in inducing him to 
return to his father, by whom he 
was gladly and kindly received; 
and he promised faithfully to remain 
with his parents, and apply himself 
to his old business of a mill-wright ; 
but when asked where he had been, 
or how employed, would give no 
satisfactory answer. He remained 
at home two or three days, and then 
resolving to pass the night at a 
house of ill-fame, which he had be- 
fore frequented, he took two guineas 
from the. collar of his coat, where 
be was in the habit of coecealing 
kh ill-|;otteo treasures, and was 
tiMftceediog on his guilty purpose, 
"M ]|6 WM seized with such a 
^^«if -^koesi as obliged liim to 
Mi'ted. During his illness, 
I lb«r weeks, feelings of 
*ed greatly upon him ; 
^ thought of being

gious instruction, that I had no 
words for prayer ; I was altogether 
without hope.' Oh ! that these 
feelings had been deep and abiding 
enough to drive the sinner to seek 
mercy, pardon, and purity from the 
blessed Jesus, who is exalted at 
God's right hand, a Prince and a 
Saviour, to give ivpentance and le- 
mission of sins ! but without his 
grace softening and changing the 
heart, terrom alone will not prevail 
to work an abiding change in the 
character. ^ Can the Ethiopian 
change his skin, or the leopard hn 
spots ? No more can they that are 
accustomed to do evil, learn to do 
good.* \l^hen Haggart recovered, 
the thoughts of repentance soon left 
his miud, and even while in a weak 
and feeble stale he recommenced 
shop-lifUng. Let sinners beware of 
siifling their convictions and break- 
ing off their purposes of repentance, 
lest (according to our Lord's awful 
and expressive words) the evil spirit 
that seemed to withdraw for a while 
should return, bringing w4th him 
other spirits more wicked than him- 
self ; and so the last state of that 
man should be worse than the first. 

Though Haggart returned to his 
old practices, he so far kept up ap- 
pearances at home, by never being 
out after eight o'clock in the even- 
ing, and seldom more than half an 
hour at a time, that bin parents 
thought he could not be doing any 
thing wrong, and pleased themselves 
with the ho|ie of his reformation. 

One evening he accompanied a 
lad, named John Steel, to I^ith, 
and went into a shop to buy some 
tobacco, not intending at that time 
to practis*; his profession ; when, to 
his surprise, Steel snatched the roll 
of tobacco from the woman's ha d 
who was serving it, and ran off. 
Haggart was taken so unawares by 
this trick, that he made no attempt to 
run away till seized by tlie woman's 
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•on, to whom he dealt aTiolent blow» 
sent him reeling on the ground, and 
ran off. The pursuit soon became 
general ; he was overtaken, and con- 
Teyed to the police-office ; he was 
examined for this and for some 
other offences before the sheriff; 
there was not sufficient proof against 
him, but he was detained in gaol 
till he could obtain bail for his ap» 
pearance at anj time within six 
months. On being released he 
went to his father's, where lie was 
kindly received ; he put such a good 
face upon his projects, that his too 
partial parents could not credit lib 
guilty intentions. His next ad- 
venture was at^hop-lifling, in com- 
pany with two infamous female 
companions ; he disposed of his 
booty at the house of an acquaint- 
ance, and hastened home to bed 
soon after seven o*clock in the 
evening. His father and mother, 
who bad been out, came in khortly 
afterwards, and asked of his sister 
where he was, and whether he had 
been out ? She replied that be had 
not, and that he was in bed. This 
was very mistaken, as well as siu- 
fal kindness : she was indeed quite 
ignorant of what he had been about, 
and concealed what she did know to 
prevent any reproof from his pa- 
tents forgoing out contrary to iheir 
orders ; but the watchfulness and 
reproofs of kind and careful parents 
were far rather to be desired than a 
continuance in sin undetected and 
noreproved. However, he was next 
morning taken up, and one of those 
hardened wretches who invited him 
to the commission of the crime, ap- 
peared as evidence against him. 
He atontly denied any knowledge of 
the affiur, and offered to prove an 
aUK ; his parents were called, who 
proved his being in bed at a quarter 

K seven, and who believed he 
not b^n out all the preceding 
•fcniog: thus was Iheur veracity 



exposed to be called in question by 
the improper means used hy their 
daughter to conceal her broiher*s 
disobedience. The magistral es re- 
leased him on the word of his 
father, whom they knew to be an 
honest man, but expressed their 
fear that his vou was a r»gue. 

He remained very quietly at his 
father's for about three weeks, when 
he was again taken up ; his other 
female companion, having been se- 
cured, had divulged every thing. 
However, on cross-questioning her, 
he so puzzled her that the judge put 
no faith in her evidence, and he was 
only ordered to find bail. He then 
remained at his father's till Fe- 
bruary, 1819, when one night he 
met a former companion in vice, 
who enticed him to his old trade of 
a pick-pocket. Next day they 
started in company for JVJussel- 
burgh, and the same evening plun- 
dered the shop of a merchant tailor 
of two pieces of superfine cloth, 
and some other articles; this valu- 
able prize they exchanged, when in 
liquor, for a small sum. 

Having now again deserted his 
father's house, and involved him- 
self in the society of the most 
vicious and abandoned of both 
sexes, Haggart became very care- 
less and shabby in his dress and 
appearance, and was engaged iu 
various petty, disgraceful scuffles : 
at length he was taken up, and 
brought before the same magistrates 
fiom whom, in the former instance, 
he had escaped so easily. One of 
them thus addressed him — ' Usg^ 
gart, you are a great scoundrel, and 
the best thing 1 can do for yon, to 
make a good boy, is to send yon to 
Biidewell fur sixty days:— -bread 
and water, and solitary confine- 
ment.' He wax immediately re- 
moved from the bar, and conducted 
to his doleful cell ; whence, about 
ten days after, he was again brought 
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before the magistrates on another 
charge. For this he was senteftced 
to other sixty days' imprisonment. 
Although fnlljr conscious of his 
gnilt, he stiffly denied the charge ; 
and) with the most hardened impn- 
dence, told the jodge, tliat if he 
died in Bridewell they wonid be at 
the expense of burying him. 

After four months' imprisonment 
be was released, in July, and re- 
turned to his father's, where be 
lijf d Quietly a few weeks, and re- 
crnited liis strength. 

The time of his confinement had 
been spent, not in penitent reflec- 
tions on his past sinful course, and 
humble resoinlions of amendment, 
but in projecting new schemes of 
Tice with an assi>ciate in prison. In 
the month of September they set 
ont together on their onUwfnl en- 
terprises, and were soon joined by 
two more abandoned characters of 
each sex, and pursued their trade 
in company. At Aberdeen races, 
among other offences, Haggart stole 
a watch, and passed it to one of his 
companions (Graliam), who took it 
to his lodginfts, and hid it in the 
draught hole at tlie back of the 
grate. That Tery night a mason 
was employed to put in another 
grate, when the watch was distco- 
Tered, and taken to an officer of 
justice, who went immediately in 
search of them. They were all 
sentenced to imprisonments of dif- 
ferent lengths ; the magistrate ex- 
pressing his rfgret at seeing ao 
many good-looking lads going on 
In the ways of vice and miu. 

After two months, Haggart and 
one of his companions, named (or 
nick-named) Doctor Black, were 
released, when they immediately re- 
commenced their courses of yice, 
especially in the shop-lifting way. 
UaTing stolen a pedlar's pack, and 
^eral other articles of linen dra- 

ry and hosiery, Haggart assumed 



the character of a pedlar* and tta- 
Telled the country to dispose of his 
Ill-gotten goods. AAer this he re- 
turned to Edinburgh, where he re- 
mained till January, 1820, com- 
mitting depredations of every de- 
scription, both there and at Leith ; 
especially robbing prirate houses of 
large quantities of plate. Oo the 
1st of liarcb be was arrested at 
Leitb» in company with an accom- 
plice named Forest. The offenders 
made a desperate resistance^ bat 
were at length secured and com- 
mitted for trial. On the erening "f 
the 27th of March, having obtained 
a small file, Hsggart cut the Irons 
from his legs, then forced up the 
door of his cell, and got into the 
passage. He then set to work 
upon a very thick stone wall, 
through which he at length made a 
liole, and got on the staircase just 
as the clock struck twelve. He had 
still the outer wall to penetrate, on 
which he fell to work with great 
caution, lest he should be beard by 
the person who was appointed to 
watch him all night. Whilst he 
was working at the wall this person 
came several times to the door of 
his cell, which was just below. 
Having made considerable progress, 
he returned to the room where his 
companion Forest was, and brought 
him to his assistance ; he also awoke 
one of the debtors whom he kuew, 
and obtained his assistance in re- 
mofing his hand-cuffs, having all 
along been working with them upon 
him. After great labour and vio- 
lent pain they succeeded in wrench- 
ing the chain in two pieces. He 
then renewed his operations on the 
outer wall, and, having removed a 
large stone, got out a few minutes 
before five o'clock in the morning: 
When he gained the outside stair he 
saw a man comhig towards him, and, 
supposing biro to be an officer in 
pursuit of him, lie leaped over the 
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back of the stair; but recollecting 
that Forest had yet to get out, he 
prepared to give the maa battle, 
lest he should attempt to seise 
I-orest; but the man said to him, 
* Run, Haggart, run ; I wont touch 
jou/ Forest came out, he took 
holdof his hand, and ran off at full 
speed) pulling him along with him. 
Here one cannot but pause, to re- 
gret that such abilities, industry, 
perse?erance, and self-denial, had 
not been exerted in obtaining an 
honest liTelihood, rather than in 
escaping a just punishment. 

It is distressing to relate, that 
the Terj evening of their escape, 
they returned to their detestable 
trade. But indeed they had re- 
duced themseWes to a sort of wilful 
necessity, having no other meant 
of sobflistence. Let no one flatter 
himself that in the ways of vice, he , 
may say to himself, ' Thus far shalt 
thoa go, and no farther ;' no ! the 
first step in vice almost necessarily 
draws on an hundred more, and im- 
pels the sinner on to destruction. 
At Dumfries thev were joined by 
two Irishmen or their own guilty 
profession, T. M'Lolgan, and Felix 
Donnelly, the former of whom suf- 
fered the awful sentence of the law 
at Glasgow, for honsebreakihg, a 
few months before Haggart. How 
short is the course of vice! and how 
truly has it been said, ' Vice has 
had more martyrs than godliness.' 

These companions in gujlt at* 
tended at Dalbeattie fair, where 
they gdned fourteen pounds, and 
on their return to Dumfries took 
several purses and watches from the 
door of the circuit court, which was 
then sitting; and one evening about 
eight o'clock, Haagart entered the 
house of a Mrs. Graham, and took 
thence' a very large quantity of 
plate, which he disposed of to a 
wretch of the same name (though 
ef coarse not connected) with the 



lady from whom they were stolen. 
At Dumfries he met with his old as- 
sociate, Barney M'Guire, whom he 
had ,not seen for two years. The 
remainder of the party were taken 
a few days afterward ; so Haggart 
and M'Guire resolved to leave 
Dumfries for Carlisle ; but going 
into a shop, M^Guire was seized by 
an officer in mistake for Haggart, 
whose great coat he had on : by 
this mistake he escaped for a short 
time, but had not gone above six 
miles on the road, when he was 
pursued and taken, after a stout re- 
sistance. Haggart was brought 
back to Leith, where he was fully 
committed to the gaol, and indicted 
to stand trial before the High Court 
of Justiciary on the 12th of July, 
for one act of housebreaking, eleven 
acts of theft, and one act of prison- 
breaking. Of the house-breaking 
he was acquitted, it appearing that 
he got in at an open window ; but 
was brought in guilty of theft, and 
remanded to gaol without getting 
any sentence. After lying there 
some time, he was indicted to stand 
his trial at Dumfries, for the affair 
in which he had been there con- 
cerned with Graham. 

M'Guire was sentenced to four- 
teen years transportation, and they 
parted with great regret. 

On the 6th of September, Hag- 
gart was removed in a chaise, at- 
tended by two officers, from Edin- 
burgh to Peebles,where he was kept 
two days in the gaol : this was long 
enough for him to form a plan ofx 
escape; which had nearly succeeded. 
The iron frame of his window was 
only fixed with lime ; he tore np 
one of his blankets, tied one end to 
the window bars, and the other to 
the door of his cell ; he then got a 
short wooden spoke off part of his 
bedstead, and began twisting the 
centre of the blanket; by this meant 
he would soon have pulled out the 
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window, but the blanket was so rot- 
ten, that it brolce as soon as he laid 
any stress upon it. Being disap- 
pointed in his plan, he plastered op 
the lime which be had remured so 
neatly, that it was not observed by 
the turnkey. A part of the torn 
blanket he wrapped round his body 
for future use, little anticipating 
the awful purpose it would be after- 
wards turned to. He proceeded to 
Dumfries, and on the 1 ith of Sep- 
tember was taken into court for 
trial. For some cause hi? trial did 
not go' on, and he was sent back to 
prison : there be became acquainted 
with a youth named John Dunbar, 
who was just sentenced to seren 
years' transportation, and after 
some caution they entered into a 
scheme for making their escape. 

During the short time that Hag- 
gart was in the gaol at Dumfries, 
several respectable persons noticed 
him, and kindly interested them- 
selres in his behalf. One of these 
amiable and excellent females, who 
delight to mitigate the horrors of 
imprisonment, and to attempt the 
instruction and reformation of the 
guilty, frequently called at the pri- 
son, and behaved very kindly to 
him ; but her kindness appears to 
hare had no beneficial effect on his 
callous heart. 

With one person, whom he styles 
* a rery respectable man,' Haggart 
was allowed to tamper in order to 
bis escape ; he ga?e him the plans 
of four keys,as there were four doors 
between him and his liberty, and 
expected from him such assistance 
As should enable him to regain it. 
Certainly the epithet was grossly 
misapplied ; no one can be respect- 
able who does not honour justice ; 
and no one who respects the laws 
of God, can wilfully riolate, or aid 
anpther to violate, those of his 
country. Having also a spring-saw, 
by means of which he could cut 



away any iron that opposed his pro- 
gress, Haggart felt himself secure 
of liberty, but was drawn into an- 
other scheme with Dunbar, careless 
whether or not it succeeded ; the 
prosecution of which however led to 
the horrid deed for which he suffered. 
His cell was opposite to tliat of 
Edward M'Grory, who was then 
under sentence of death for robbery, 
and was afterwards executed ; an- 
other prisoner, named Laurie, under 
sentence of transportation, was in 
the ce]\ adjoining. One night he 
asked Haggart through the wall, 
' Vou that have been at gaol-break- 
ing before, how do you thinic this 
could be broke ?' Unwilling to trust 
him, Haggart replied, ^ I don't 
think it could be broke at all ;' al- 
though at the same time be knew 
to the contrary. Laurie then stated 
his plan of getting a stone tied in a 
handkerchief, and some morning 
when they were all in the passage 
together, to knock down Hunter, 
I he head-gaoler, and take the keys 
from him. Tothis Haggart objected, 
paying, if be never should get his 
liberty, he never should strike the 
Serjeant for it, because he thought 
he could accomplish it in a better 
and easier way : — this was, in the 
absence of Hunter, to gag Thomas 
Morrin the turnkey, in a closet, at 
the head of the stairs, just opposite 
the cage door, take the keys from 
him, and let all the prisoners out. 
Laurie still insisted on getting a 
stone, saying that although they 
could gag Morrin, they had still all 
the debtors to get through. Hag- 
gart refused to get the ^tone, but 
told him to try Dunbar,who agreed ; 
and next day when John Reid, a 
prisoner, was passing along the 
yard, he asked him for a stone to 
break a flint. As soon as Dunbar 
got the stone, he gave it to Laurie, 
who fixed it at the bottom of a bag 
made fof pulling up things out of 
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th« yard, out of the piece of blanket 
that Haggart had brought from 
Peebles. The ne&t thini^ wan to 
cut off Ihe irons of M'Grory and 
Laurie ; the spring-saw would sooq 
have aoeompliBhed this, but Hag- 
gart was determiued to keep it se- 
cret for his own puqioses, in case 
of failure. He, therefore, with the 
assistance of a file, made a small 
saw out of a table- knife, which he 
had procured from a prisoner lately 
released. This he passed to Laurie, 
and then to M*Grory, and on the 
morning of the 10th of October, 
which Haggart denominated the 
blackest day of his life, he spoke 
through to both of tliem, and the 
attempt was agreed upon. About 
ten o'clock, Robert Simpson, an- 
other prisoner, was put into the cage 
with Dunbar and Haggart; they 
told him their plans, and al- 
though he was to be dismissed the 
next day, he said he would join 
them, and accompany Haggart; 
who however, made n^ reply, deter- 
mining, if he escaped, to be off 
alone. He afterwards observed 
Simpson and Dunbar whispering in 
a corner of the cage, and suspected 
some plan to betray hiui. About 
twelve o'clock they saw Hunter 
leave the prinon, and heard that he 
was goue to the races. Soon after, 
Morrin brought in two mioistera to 
visit M'Grory, and they were lock- 
ed into the cell with him. When 
one o'clock came, allhough the 
ministers were not gone away, the 
culprits resolved to iieUy no longer, 
but proceed in their criminal enter- 
prise. Haggart concealed himself 
in the closet at the head of the 
stairs, where be had previously 
placed the bag with the stone. 
Dlinbar then called Morrin to come 
up, and let out the ministers ; he 
came up the stairs wilh a plate of 
aoup for M'Grory. When he got 
to the top, he shut the cage door. 



and Haggart burst upon him from 
the closet; the pushing open of 
the door knocked the plate out of 
his hiind. Haggart struck him one 
blow wilh the stone, dashed hin 
down stairs, and without the loss 
of a moment, took the key of rhe 
outer door from his pocket. Hag- 
gart declares that he gave but one 
blow with the stone, and immedi- 
ately threw it down ; Dunbar picked 
it up, but it appears that no more 
blows were given, and that Morrin 
most have received his other wounds 
in foiling. 

Dunbar was standing over him, 
apparently rifling for the key which 
Haggart had already secured. Simp- 
son had hold of Morrin's shonlders, 
and was beating his back upon the 
stairS) when Haggart rushed past 
them, crossed the yard as steadily 
as lie could, took out the key, and 
opened the door. On getting out 
he ran round great part of the town ; 
Dunbar overtook him, and at that 
moment they saw an officer coming 
directly up to them. They wheeled 
round, and ran, but in a moment 
Uaurgart had the mortification of 
seeing his fellow adventurer secured. 
He at first thought of rushing in 
among them to rescue him, but the 
crowd was too great to make the 
attempt ; so he consulted only his 
own safety, and ran nearly ten 
miles in less than an hour. He then 
got on the high road to Annan, 
when he saw a post-chaise at full 
gallop almost within twenty yards 
of him ; upon this be threw off his 
coat, and leaped a hedge into a 
field where some persons were em- 
ployed in digging: potatoes. They 
all joined the officers who had got 
out of the chaise in pursuit of him ; 
he fled across the field with amazing 
speed, and made for Comlangan 
wood. The pursuers followed him 
into the wood, but be kept conceal- 
ed close to the edge, and alihoiiKh

Thai night he slept in 
a hay-loft ; in the morning a man 
came in to fill the horsereck, and 
was within a foot of him, bat did 
not observe him, he being con- 
cealed amongst the hay. He over- 
beard the man converse uiih an- 
other in the stable about him, ob- 
serving that he was one of the most 
awful characters that ever lived ; he 
had before broken all the gaols in 
Scotland except Dumfries, and had 
broken that at last ; the other re- 
plied, he wished he might keep 
away, for it would not bring back 
the poor man*s life, and lie felt 
much for Haggart's father, whom he 
knew.

How- 
ever, he concealed himself in one of 
the sailor's cribs, and passed un- 
uoticed. On one occasion, when 
he was sittini; in the fore cabin, a 
(gentleman came below, looked closely 
at all the passengers, and fixed his 
eye particalarly on Haggart. He 
soon after went on shore at Lamlasb* 
Hagsari suspected something bad, 
and was inclined to leap overboard, 
it being a dark night, thinking that 
tiie best way of eacape. The gen- 
tleman was left behind at Lamlasb, 
and Haggart afterwards learned who 
be was, and that he wrote about 
bini to Dumfries. ' It was well,' 
liet observed, * that his suspidoos 
were unknown to him at the time, 
for he went on shore at black night, 
and he could but too easily have 
put him overboard.* On landing in 
Ireland, Haggart and Edgy rambled 
over the town of Belfast for two 
days in one continued atate of in- 
toxication. Edgy being ^ell known 
in Belfast, waa soon taken for some 
old offence, but Haggart pursued 
bin guilty trade from place to place. 
When he first arrived at Belfast 
from Scotland, he saw Robert Piatt, 
who had been confined in Dumfries 
gaol while he was there. Piatt was 
taken for stealing in Drunmore 
market, on a day that Haggart also 
was there, and with a view of getting 
his liberty, gave information that 
be had aeen Haggart the murderer 
there. The officers, dazzled with 
the information of reward for taking 
him, seized every one of whom they 
had the slightest suspicion; while 
he was in a pnblic-house, two lads 
were taken sitting close beside him. 
Little did he suspect what they 
were after, when in a few minutes 
Plait peeped in at the door, and in- 
stantly four officers sprang in, seized 



bim, and carried bim before a ma- 
gistrate. On being asked his name, 
he replied in a rich brogue, * Why 
sure, and it's John M^Colgun.* The 
officers began to suspect tbemaelves 
miataken. Haggart kept up the 
deception by hia broad Irish brogue, 
profeasing himself a native of Ar- 
magh, and as never having been in 
Scotland. However, the magistrate 
ordered three yeomen to ait up with 
him all night, together with the 
officerif| in the conii room ; and re- 
tired, having witnessed a strict 
search of his person, on which no- 
thing was found but a thirty. shilling 
note, and some silver. 

He now thought it was all over 
with bim, and determined to make 
a desperate struggle to gain hia 
liberty, or perish in the attempt. 
He plied his attendants with plenty 
of drink, and they were very civil 
to him. About eleven o'clock, he 
prevailed upon them to allow an 
acquaintance to bring him some 
supper. When the person came, 
he asked leave to speak to her a 
minute behind the boxes in the 
court, where there was a large win- 
dow. They granted his request, 
and taking a audden leap, he sprang 
through the window, and alighted 
upon the street, without being 
either cut by the glass, or hurt by 
the fall. He crossed the street to 
an opposite entry, and immediately 
saw the whole of his keepers below 
the window staring at each other, 
not knowing what to do. They all 
went off to follow him ; he took 
the road for Belfast, and soon got 
there, having run fifteen Irish miles 
in two hours and a quarter. He 
travelled from place to place, tax- 
ing each aa he went for his ciisho- 
nourable and unjust maintenance. 
After remaiuing a week or two in 
Dublin, he paid three pounds ten 
shillings for his passage to America, 
but afterwards changed his mipd. 
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^*tl1l tlie day of Ms trial. His re- 
i^' "flections on this scene shall be 
tven in his own striking words: — 
Of all the scenes of my short and 
'U life, none ever came up to the 
A of Downpatrick. A prison is 
to^'iiie blackest and wickedest place in 
ptm ike world. Many a poor boy is

bj imprisonment. This teaches 
liim evil vays ; whereas if he had 
been well flogged and sent home to 
bis' parents, he might have turned 
oat a good man. I cannot say that 
my bad habits were learned in a 
f^\, but I am sure they were con- 
firmed there.' During his impri- 
annment he sent for the drover, and 
made np the matter with him, by 
returning his money and two guineas 
additional, to engage him to say 
nothing against him on his trial. 
Haggarl'a account of his trial is so 
singular, that it will be the best 
giteo in hia own words :^ 

/On the !^th of March I was 
pat to tho bar, and the indictment 
being reitd orer, I sud I was not 
geilty, and demanded a copy of my 
indictment, but it wu refused me. 
The droTer and another man were 
braaght against me in evidence. 
The droTer kept his word, and swore 
ha did not know whether I was the 
bey or not who took the money. 
The other witness was sure that I 
ynM the person that was taken up 
Ibrh. This closed the evidence; 
aad, while the judge was addreaaing 
Ihe jory* the gaoler prompted me to 
Speak for myself. I immediately 
lOM, and asked liberty to speak a 
werd ler mjrself. The judge re- 
pUed, «' Sorely." 

' I then addressed the jury nearly 
at fbllowi : ^" Gentlemen, I hope 
joa will look well into this case, 
and not return a thoughtless rer- 
dict, which wrmld inrolve an inno. 
cent man, by mining his character, 



and depriring him of hia liberty. 
Gentlemen, I acknowledge that [ 
have been perfectly proved to be the 
person who was apprehended at 
Clough, on suspicion of picking 
this man*8 pocket; but you see 
clearly that none of his property 
was found upon me, and more than 
that, the man himself has sworn in 
your presence that he is not certain 
whether I was the person or not. 
Taking this simple statement into 
your deliberate consideration, I feel 
perfectly confident of receWlng a 
rerdict of acquittal from you.' 

^ The judge then asked me, 
'^ Don't you come from Armagh, 
sir ? and hare you not a father and 
a brother ?'* 

^ I answered that I had both. 

• ** All of your own profession- 
pick -pockets ?" replied the judge. 

^ 1 said he was perfectly mis- 
taken, for neither they nor I were 
ever guilty of such a thing. 1 was 
right as to them, but I will leare 
the world to judge with what truth 
1 spoke of myself. The judge, In 
an angry tone, said, ^' Will you 
hold up your face and tell me that, 
sir ? Was jou not tried before me 
ten days ago at Dundalk, and about 
four yean ago at Carrickfergus ? I 
know you well, and all your family." 

* I declared that I never was be- 
fore in a court in mv life till then ; 
and sure enough I never was before 
him. 

^ He then addressed the jury

' I hare been twice tried for my 
life in Scotland. The first time i 
got more than justice, for I was ac- 
quitted; the second time I got jus- 
lice, for I was con%icled. But in 
Ireland 1 uot no justice at ali ; for 
at Downpatrick there was none to 
apealc for me but the judge, and he 
spoke Hgainst roe.' 

If this statement be correct, it is 
aslriking and singularcircumstance, 
that he wlio had by his own artifices, 
or by the mistakes of others, es- 
caped his juat punishment, Khould 
at last be reserved to it bv a sen- 
tence which bore the appearance of 
mistake, if not of injustice. How- 
erer man may be mistaken or de- 
ceived, ' verily there is a God that 
judgcth in the earth — and though 
hand join in hand, the wicked shall 
not always go unpunished.' 

HaL'garl was removid to the gaol, 
and in the afternoon the magistrate 
of Dmnmore, who liad formerly 
examined him, came into the pret»s 
yard, where he was walking amoni^ 
the other prisoners. He instantly 
distinguished him, and asked him 
if he erer was in Dmnmore ? Hag- 
gart replied, * Tes, twenty times ; 



life.' ' Did you ever take the name 
of John M'Colgan ?' ' No, nor do 
1 know what you mean,' was the 
reply. The ^nlleman then told 
the turnkey that if they did not iron 
him, he would be off in half an hour. 
He was accordingly loaded with 
irons, and remained in that state 
thr^ days, when he wan removed 
to Kilmaiuham gaol, where he was 
put amoug the convicts of every de- 
scription. 

He soon thought of making hb 
escape by digging through the back 
wall, with the assistance of several 
others, having first secured the 
entrance of their apartment; bat 
some of the prisoners gave in- 
formation, and Haggart being the 
first man who made his appearance 
through the hole, got a severe blow; 
the others rushed after him, but 
having still a high wall to get over, 
they were all secured by a party of 
soldiers, and locked up in their 
cells. A few hours after this, Hag- 
gart called out of his cell window 
to two young women* accused of 
murder, in Dublin. He felt much 
for their situation, and shivered 
when he looked at them, his own 
hkiids having been stained with 
blood. He gave th^m (as he ex- 
presses it) such serious advice, as 
a poor guilty wretch conld. They 
were afterwards condemned and exe- 
cuted. While in conversation with 
them, the cell door opened, and the 
turnkey found fault with him for in- 
terfering with them, and bade him 
be silent Haggart replied he would 
not be silent, as he was saying no- 
thing improper, and he felt much 
interested for these poor creatores, 
whose situation was so much like

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his own. Some insolence sacceed- 
ed on the one part, and perhaps 
some ill-natare on the other^ and 
it resultt^d in his being handcuffed 
and confined with a horrible iron 
instrument fitted on his head, from 
the fio: t har of which an iron tongue 
enUred his mouth and prevented 
h's speaking. This, which Uaggart 
const t (Ted an arbitrary and cruel 
exercise of power, excited only op- 
position, ao't the mom<)nt it was re. 
moved, he resumed bis scat on the 
window of his cell, and remained 
there the rest of the day, siniiin); 
the mo^t profane songs he could 
think of. lilven the fear of the iron 
helmet of Kilmainham could not 
keep him qui^t. 

But something awaited him far 
worse, and which, had he known, 
would have made his heart tremble, 
hard and wicked as it was. Next 
morning the prisoners, consisting 
of tome Jiundreds, were taken down 
into a yard, and ranked in companies 
of twenty each. lo a few minutes, 
John Richardson, the police-officer 
from Scotland, made his appearance, 
accompanied by the two gaolers and 
turnkey ; a terrific sight to Hag- 
gart ! He passed through all the 
ranks, and the second time stopped, 
and, taking Haggart's hand, said, 

• Do you know me, David ?* — 

* What does the man say V asked 
Haggart, in a masterpiece of Irish 
brogue, turning at the same time to 
the gaoler, who said 'Don't yon know 
hini ?* * Troth and by my sow!,' re- 
plied Haggart, ' I know nothing? at 
all, at all. about him.' The officer 
persisted that he knew him ; and he 
was conveyed to the condemned 
yard ; the gaoler telling him, if he 
was a Scotchman, he was greatly 
miHtakeo ; for that he h^l the 
brogue as well as any boy in Ireland. 
He was then taken to the police- 
office, and heavily loaded with 
irons* An iron belt was fixei^ *H>ood 



his waist, with his wrists fwiioned 
to each side of it ; a chain passed 
from the front of the belt and joined 
the centre of a chain, each end of 
which was padlocked round his 
, ancles, and a chain passed from 
each wrist to each ancle. In this 
dreadful (but by his own hardened 
and daring conduct necessary) state 
of torture and confinement, he was 
conducted to Dumfries. The officers 
treated him with the utmost tender- 
ness and humanity, but he obsti- 
nately kept up his pretended igno- 
rance for a considerable time. 

On their approach towards Dum- 
fries, which was in the dark, there 
were many thousands of people on 
the road, many of them with torches 
in their hands, waiting his arrival ; 
and at the gaol it was scarcely pos. 
Bible to get him out of the coach for 
the multitude, all crowding for a 
sight of Haggart the murderer. 
—-Some discovered sorrow, and some 
terror; but whose could eoual his 
own ? He plunged througn them 
all, rattling his chains, and making 
a great show of courage, but owned 
that his heart was shaken at the 
thought of poor Morrin. As he 
nent up the stairs to the cells, he 
had to pass the very spot where he 
struck him ; and on ! confessed 
the guilty murderer, ' it was like 
fire to my feet !' Oh ! that sinners 
would remember this when tempted 
to commit sin ; though at the mo- 
ment it may be sweet sad pleasant, 
yet at the lasV it shall stiug as a 
serpect, and bite like an adder. It 
has been well observed, * if we had 
as much fore*sight as we have after- 
wit, we should not easily be drawn 
into sin.' And why have we not? Be- 
cause the love of sin blinds our eyes 
and hearts, that they should not 
discern its natural tendency.

Thurtell-^My Lord, before yoa 
pass sentence, 1 pray you to take 
into your serious consideration what 
I say.

I en- 
treat a short delay in the execution 
of the sentence you may pass, as I 
have friends now at a distance, with 
whom it is necessary that I should 
transact some business. It is for 
the sake of some friends that are 
dear to me, that I ask this indul- 
gence (here the prisoner seemed 
affected, and shed a tear), not for 
myself, fur I am at this moment 
ready; my request, I hope your 
Iiordbhip will take into consideration ; 
and beyond Sunday next is all I ask. 
This request could not be acceded 
to, and sentence was accordingly 
passed in the usual form; after 
which the two prisoners shook 
hands, and were removed to their 
respective cells. , Hopes were held 
out to Hunt that, in consequence of 
the information which he had given, 
his sentence would be commuted 
into transportation for life. 

During Thursday sflernoon, per 
sons of all ranks were seen driving 
into Hertfoid, by the desire of being 
present at tite execution ; and in* 
fluenced by an expectation that 
some extraordinary declaration 
Won d be made by Thurtell in his 
dying niumcnts. All the inns were 
completely filled, and many were 
incapable of procuring beds. 

At ten o'clock on Thursday 
ni^ht, Thurtell intimated an 
earnest wish that Hunt might 
pass the night in his apart- 
ment. Hunt was introduced ; he 
was received by Thurtell with a 
strong manifcAtation of cordialit>. 
Thurtell took him by the hand, and 
said ^ Joe, the past i^forgotten. I 
stand on the brink of eternity, and 
we meet now only as friend^: It 
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Mj be joar £M« to Ime jow Ufe ms 
i^MNDiniooily at nytdf ;-lHii I hope 
the royal aierej wlU be exieiided to 
jon, and that jon will lire to repent 
of jonr past errors, AltlMMgh jon 
bave been my eDemj» I freely lor- 
giTe yon.' Hoot, wbo bad entered 
the room with feeiiags bordering on 
apprehension that some nnfurtonate 
torn had taken plaoe In bis a&irs, 
and that be was bioMelf to snier, 
was soddeoly relief ed by this ad- 
dress, aod, squeezing Tbnrtell's 
band most Tehemently, bnnt into 
tears; he then sat down by the 
fire, and Tborlell and he eootinned 
to pray and to read until one o'clock. 
Soon after one, be shewed symptoms 
of &tigne, aod, Uying h'raiself on 
the bed, ottered a fenrent prayer to 
the Almighty, for strength to meet 
hit approoehing execution with the 
firmness of a raao, and the resigna- 
tion of a Cbristian. In a few mo- 
ments afterwards he dropped into a 
profoand sleep. 

On Friday morolng, at day- 
break, eyery road leading to Hert- 
ford was thronged with travellers. 
At half-past six, Mr. Wilson, the 
jailor, entered Thurtell's room and 
found him fast asleep. The prisoner 
Haiit was also in a deep slumber. 
Mr. Wilson, unwilling to disturb 
their repose, retired, and at seven 
o'clock returned again ; but the 
wretched men were still asleep. 
Mr. Wilson approached the bed of 
Thurtell, and called him by name. 
Thurtell started up, and for a mo- 
ment seemed lost to his situation, 
not even knowing where be was, 
but his recollection quickly return- 
ed. His breakfast was then brought 
in : it consisted of some tea and 
bread and butter, but he partook 
only of the former, and that but 
slightly. 

At half-past eleven Thurtell and 
Hunt were conducted into the 
chapel. The Rer. Mr. Franklin 



then ndminialned Ae Mouwiit In 
tbenu Tbnrfcll read the np pro p ria le 
pimyeit in a distinct mid nndibif 
voice, and secaed fUly 
with the importance of tbn 
rite. At iU condnsion, Tbnrteil 
turned ronnd to the prisoner Hoot, 
and grasped bis band repeatoifly, 
and renewed, in the moat forcilite 
terms, the assurance of bis perfect 
foigireness of the past, and of hb 
l>eing aboot to die in pence and 
charity with all the world. The 
chaplain and Mr. Nich<il8on retired 
from the cbapd, learing Bir. Wilson 
and the prisoner Tbnrteli aloue : 
Hunt had prerionsly been reconduct- 
ed to his cell, orerpowered by his 
feelings. Mr. VTilson then tnmlDg 
to Thurtell, said, ^ Now, Tburtdl, 
as there is no eye to witness what 
Is pasring between ns bnt that of 
God, you must not be surprised if I 
ask yoQ a question.' Thurteli turn- 
ed round, and regarded him with a 
look of surprise. Mr. Wilson con- 
tinued — ^ if you intend to make any 
confession, I think you cannot do it 
at a better period than the present.' 
Thurtell paused for a few moments. 
Mr. Wilson then went on to say, 
^ I ask you if you acknowledge the 
justice of your sentence.' Thurtell 
immediately seized both Mr. Wil- 
son's hands, and pressed them with 
great fervour within his own, and 
said, * I am quite satisfied. I forgiye 
the world; I die in peace and charity 
with all mankind, and that is all I 
wish to go forth upon this occa- 
sion.' 

The chaplain then returned to the 
prisoner, and offered him some fur- 
ther words of comfort, asking biD, 
whether there was any thing he 
could do to ease his mind with re- 
spect to his family and friends. 
Thurtell replied that he was anxious 
the Rev. gentleman would write to 
his father, and inform him of his 
extreme contrition, resignation, aad 
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peditence, which Mr. Franklin pro- 
miied faithfully to do. The unfor- 
tunate man then uttered a short 
prajer, that the minds of ^is faroilj 
might be strengthened under the 
dtep affliction thej must feel» and 
of which he had been the unhappy 
author. 

At tweWe o'clock precisely, Mr. 
Nieholion tapped at the door with 
his wand) as the signal that the 
hour of execution had arriTcd. 
Thortell then seized Mr. Franklin's 
hands, and thanked him, not alone 
for all the personal kindnesses for 
which he was indebted to him, but 
for that Christian spirit with which 
he was about to depart this world. 
The chapeVdoor was then thrown 
open, and the prisoner went forth 
with a steady and assured step.* 
He looked round with perfect calm- 
ness. The distance from the chapel- 
door to Che door leading to the 
scaflbld was not more than ten yards, 
and thither he was accompanied by 
the chaplain, the under sheriff, Mr. 
Wilson, an assistant of Mr. Wilson's, 
and the upper turnkey. The church- 
bell mournfully tolled as he ad- 
vanced. On their arriTal at the 
door, Thurtell again squeezed Mr. 
Franklin's hand, and again exclaim- 
ed ^ God bless you, sir ; God bless 
you.' He then mounted the steps, 
preceded hy the under-sheriff and 
the executioner, and fallowed by 
Mr. Wilson and the head turnkey. 

Thurtell, pn taking his station un- 
der the gallows, looked round with a 
countenance unchanged by the aw- 
fulness of his situation. His manner 
was firm and undaunted, at the 
same time that it lietrayed no unbe- 
coming levity. After regarding the 
crowd for a moment, he appeared to 
recognize an 'indiridual beneath 
him^ to whom he bowed in a friendly 
manner. Preriously to his mount- 
ing the scaffold, he had begged that 
as little delay as possible might 



take place In bis execution after his 
appearance upon the platform. 

nis hands were confined with 
handcuffii, instead of bemg tied with 
cord, as is usually the case on such 
occasions, and, at his own request, 
his arms were not pinioned. He 
wore a pair of blac^ kid gloyei. 
The irons, which were tery heaiy, 
and consisted of a succession of 
cliain links, were still on his legs, 
and were held up in the middle by 
a Belcher liandkerchief tied round 
liis waist. 

The moment he placed himselt 
under the beam, the executioner 
commenced by taking off his crayat. 
He stood perfectly calm and nn- 
moTod, holding out his neck in order 
to facilitate the hangman's duty. 
A white cap was then put upon his 
head and drawn oyer his eyes ; this 
cap was so thin, as still to afford 
the wretched man a view of those 
about him, and he continued to look 
round in various directions. At 
that moment the clock sounded the 
iait stroke of twelve. The rope 
war* then placed round his neck, and 
while the executioner was attaching 
the other end to the beam above, 
Thurtell looked up, and, turning to 
him, said, * give me fall enough.' 
The hangman replied, that he 
might be assured he should haye 
plenty of fall, and that all would be 
right. Thurtell next turned to 
Mr. Wilson, and repeated the same 
request, and that gentleman assured 
him, that his wishes had been fully 
attended to. All being now in 
readiness, Mr. Wilson drew close to 
the prisoner, and, squeezing his 
hands, exclaimed, < Thurtell, God 
Almighty bless you ;' the prisoner, 
pressing his hands in return, re- 
sponded, ' God bless you, sir.' 

Mr. Wilson then stood back upon 
some boards plaeed immediatety 
behind the drop, and the executioner 
having previously retired, the under 
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sberiff, with bit wand, gaye Uie last 
fatal sigtial, the drop suddenly fell, 
and Uie unhappy man waa in an 
instant lanucbed into eternity. His 
sofierings were but momentary, for. 
with the exception of a few conTui- 
aive motions of his handsand legs, he 
seemed to be deprived of all sensa- 
tion. Thus perished, in an nntimelj 
manner, a man, who, bat for unto- 
ward circumstances and the violence 
of his passions, might have been the 
pride of his family. 

During the whole of this appalling 
ceremony there was not the slight- 
est symptom of emotion discemable 
in his features ; his demeanour was 
perfectly calm and tranquil, and he 
behaved Idee a man acquainted with 
the dreadful ordeal he was about to 
pass, hot not unprepared to meet iL 
Though his fortitude was tlius cou- 
spicnous, it was evident, from the 
alteration in his appearance, that in 
the interval between his conviction 
and his execution, he must have 
suffered much. He looked care* 
worn ; his countenance had assumed 
a cadaverous hue, and there was a 
haggardness and lankness about his 
cheeks and mouth, which could not 
fall to atlract the notice of every 
spectator. 

The different accounts of this exe- 
cution given at the time agreed in 
stating that the crowd present show- 
ed more than an orJinary degree of 



sympatlir on the occasion^ an if 
there was something in Thartell*s 
case, that entitled him to pt culiiir 
commisseration. It b difficult to 
account for snch extraofdinary sea- 
sibility* for never was tbeie so fool 
a deed committed. Some of the 
public prints joined in the strange 
lameotations for his fate, as if be 
was hardly dealt with, aod bad a 
claim on public compassion. He 
was compassioned by some, because 
he was a man of talent and educa- 
tion, but tlib was an aggravation of 
lus guilt; because, from the r»> 
spectability of his connexions* be 
might have mixed in respectable 
company. Every moment of Thnr- 
tell was commented upon, as if be 
bad in fact been a martyr to some 
good cause ; and he was spoken of, 
as if he were a hero» and not a great 
delinquent. These observatiooa 
arise from the evil effects which 
such morbid sensibility may have on 
society at large, and yonng minds 
in particular ; as if the more horrible 
the crime, the more entitled to com- 
passion is tlie person by whom it 
was committed, when he becomes 
an object of public example, and falls 
by the hand of retributive justice. 

Hunt, in consequence of the pro- 
mise made him by the magistrates, 
had his sentence commuted to trans- 
portation for life, and was immedi* 
ately sent to Botany Bay.

INDICTED FOR THE MURDER OF HER BROTHUt. 

Religious fanaticism has led, pressed, for some limey tiiat she

in all ages, to much mischief both 
priTate aDd public. In the earljr 
limes of Christian itj there arose a 
sect, the members of which went 
about mmrdering children, who had 
not obtained the age of seven jears, 
belieTing it meritorious to send 
them to Heaven before they became 
responsible for their own actions. 
JDoctrines so repugnant to human 
nature did not long find supporters ; 
though fanaticism ever since has 
caused, in various wajs, the shed« 
ding of blood.

^ Amy George, a young woman, 
nineteen years of age, resided in the 
house of her parents, at Redruth, 
in Cornwall. They were in humble 
circumstances, and of a religious 
turn. They belonged to the Metho- 
dist persuaiion ; and Amy, having 
attended one of their meetings call- 
ed ^ Revivals,' became considerably 
disturbed, and under the idea of se- 
curing the eternal happiness of her 
little brother, a boy under seven years 
of age, hanged him behind the door 
with a silk handkerchief, on the 4th 
of March, 1824. She did not at- 
tempt to conceal her crime; but 



she recollected that she had seen 
a boy, a stranger, standing by the 
engine-house, near the shaft^ or 
mouth of a pit, and she then re- 
gretted that she had not pushed 
that boy into the shaft Returuiog 
home in the evening, a little be- 
fore she came to a Methodist meet 
ing, which stood in a back lane 
she saw two children before her 
at play, near another shaft along- 
side the road, but she could not get 
an opportunity of throwing one of 
them into the mine, as she hsd 
designed. She went to her own 
house, and found her mother was 
going to the meeting. On going ii'y

with you." The prisoner then 
told me she felt glad that she was 
going to be left alone with her 
brother, as she would thus be ^le 
to do the deed. She gave llie 
child part of her supper, and said 
to him. " Should you like to go to 
heaven, dear?" She then rose 
from the place where she was sit- 
ting, and went to a line that was 
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^Qg^i^ across the room, and took 
from it a black sdk handkerchief, 
and coming towards the child, put 
it roniid hit neck, tying it, as she 
thought, in a mnniug knot. She 
sidd to her brother *^ Is it too tight, 
dear?* The child looked np in 
her faee and smiled, and said ^«No." 
She left the handkerchief round 
Ins neck, and said, '* Go for a drop 
of water for me, dear !'' intending, 
while the child was gone to a pail 
in the room^ and while bis back 
was towards her, to take him vp 
and hang him to a crook behind 
the door. The boj was rather 
quicker than she expected, and she 
meeting him took the water from 
him, drank a little of it, and pot 
the cup on the table. She then 
took her brother up with one arm, 
and with the otiier hand put the 
handkerchief orer the crook, looked 
him foil in the face, and left the 
room. I know there are the se- 
▼eral shafts which the prisoner 
spoke of. I am not a member of 
the Methodist Society, bnt I baye 
attended a RcTiTal meeting at 
Redmth, which commenced about 
three months since. A ReTiTai Is 
termed an ^^out-pouring of the 
spirit,^ and causes the congregation 
to cry aloud to the Lord for mercy. 
The ReYiYai continued at Redruth 
for a month or six weeks. The 
ReTivals are held in the stated 
places of worship of particular con- 
gregations, and sometimes continue 
open for three nights and days in 
succession. I ha> e been at Re- 
vival ; those who are ** couTinced 
of sin," as it is called, fidl on their 
knees, and with uplifted hands, 
and their bodies working to and 
fro» call as loud as they are able to 
the Lord for help. Their ejacu- 
lations are such as, *' Oh I Christ, 
pardon me my sins — Oh I Lord, 
give me grace !" and a Turiety of 
other expressions, adopted as the 



zeal of the moment may suggest. 
Their conduct was wild and extra>- 
Tagant, and altogether out of the 
mild and decent course of address- 
ing the Almighty, usually ob- 
senred in places of worship. It 
is generally called screeching for 
mercy. There was usually a 
preacher at the meetings, but not 
always. The Remal is open by 
night as well as day. There is no 
appointment when the ReTiyal is 
to he held; a congregation maj 
be met, and at prayers, when, per- 
haps, some member will fall on his 
knees and call aloud to heayen for 
mercy; when this happens^the other 
members are generally mored by the 
same spirit, and the ReriTal com- 
mences. This is called the ^< out- 
pouring of the spirit," and con- 
tinues till the preacher pronounces 
a benediction, and tells his flock^ 
<< the moment of couTersion*' is 
come, and they may expect *' a ray 
of hope, of comfort, and joy. ' 
The moment of the coming of the 
**ray of hope" is uncertain, and 
the congregation continue their 
extraTagant deyotions till they are 
" conrinced'' or " couTerted." It 
is about ten years since there was 
a ReriTal at Redruth before the 
late one. The prisoner, in speak- 
ing of the child, generally called 
him the dear little Benny. 

The unfortunate girl said nothing 
in her defence, but in proof of the 
aberration of her mind at the time 
she committed the miserable deed 
for which she stood indicted ; her 
unhappy mother was called, and 
gave tlie following cTidenoe :— 

< My daughter attended a Me- 
thodist meeting at Redruth for 
about scTea weeks before tlie 
death of my boy ; she also attended 
the Revival. 1 went for her one 
night, about lialf-past ten o'clock, 
she having been there from two 
o*clock in the day. On going into 
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the chapel, I found it extremely 
crowded* Mj daughter caught a 
sight of me, and immediately she 
lifteil up hotti hi r arms, and culled 
on her dear mother and father to 
pray to the liord to help them, for 
that they could not see the danger 
they were in. I got her out of 
the meeting as soon as I could, hut 
she had lost her cloak, bonnet, 
handkerchief, and pattens, and was 
extremely (li<iordered in her dress. 
She had been moving from one 
part of the meeting to the other, 
and, in her unbounded zeal, had 
dropped her clothes, and they were 
trodden under foot. My daughter's 
conduct, after attending the RcYiTal, 
was quite different to what it had 
usually been. This was about 
■even weeks before the dreadful 
act was done. On another occa- 
sion, she came home praying in a 
horrible manner for the couYersion 
of her father and mother. She 
was tiren violently agitated. From 
the commencement of the Revival 
she never missed but one meeting. 
See also attended prayer meetings 
and class meetings. Before the 
death of my son, I apprehended 
my daughter would do me some 
violence. On the Monday pre- 
ceding, she came home and sat by 
the fire, in a melancholy way, and 



said *' Mother, I am gmng mil nC 
my mind.'* I spoke a few woidf 
to pacify her, and she went to bed. 
The next night she said she was 
better, bat she appeared yery low* 
On Wednesday nighty on coming 
home, she said to me, " I am tempt- 
ed to murder my motlier !^ 1 laid 
I wa5 surprised she should think of 
murdering me ; and she said, '< I 
do." After she had said thb, she 
went to the Renval, and returned 
between nine and ten. From 
what she liad said, I took the knivcfl 
and hid them, to prevent her doing 
mischief to herself, me, or tlio 
family. 

" These symptoms I observed oa 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day, and on the Thursday the ehild 
was killed." 

. At the close of the eridenoe the 
prisoner fainted, and was removed 
into the air. Being in strong con- 
vulsions her screams were heard Cor 
nearly a quarter of an boor. When 
she was re-conducted into coart, 
the judge chaiged the jury, who 
imme<liately returned a verdict of — 
Not Guilty, believing her to have 
been insane at the time of the 
murder. The Court ordered her to 
be detained in custody, but assured 
her friends that she would not be 
kept long from them* 



THE REV. JOHN CARROLL, 

INDICTED FOR THE MURDER OF A CHILD. 



The Roman Catholic Clergy 
among other absurdities, arrogate 
to themselves the power of work- 
ing miracles ; and about the period 
at which we are now arrived, there 
appeared in Germany a Reverend 
prince Hohcniohe, who, it was said, 
had performed some astonishing 
wonders by the force of his prayers. 
In England a Miss O'Connpr, a 
nun, ha<i been cured of a swelling 
in her arms, by the spiritual assis- 



tance of the prince, and some en- 
thusiastic women in Ireland fancied 
that they were relieved by a similar 
process. One young lady was re- 
stored to her speech, having been 
previously dumb ; and another li- 
terally took up her bed and walked. 
This German prince was either 
a fanatic or an impostor, but the 
Irish Catholics regarded him as a 
saint, and accordingly solicited the 
aid of ids prayers on all possib'e 
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occasions. Handreds^ who imi^ 
giaed themselves ill, were cured, 
and many e?en swore to the truth 
of the pretended miracles. The 
effect of all this might hare been 
more deplorable, had not a melan- 
choly event helped to open the 
eyes of the people. A priest 
named Carroll, who resided in the 
barony of Forth, County of Wex* 
ford, undertook to rival Hohenlohe, 
and was supposed to be endow- 
ed with the power of working miri^ 
cles. The delusive doctrine of his 
church,operat ing on a predisposition 
to insanity, produced a diseased 
mind, and when in this state he 
killed a child name Catherine Sin- 
nott, on the 0th of July, 1824, 
while performing what he called a 
miracle. For this offence he was 
indicted, at the Wexford assizef, 
on the 4th of the following August. 
A Catholic barrister, who acted as 
his counsel on the occasion, has 
inserted the following particulars of 
this man's case in one of the peri- 
odicals. 

* This unfortunate man (Carroll), 
for he deserves no harsher appella- 
tion, bad from his childhood a strong 
predisposition to insanity* It was 
with great difficulty that he suc- 
ceeded in obtaining ordination. 
Ilis abberrations from reason, before 
they amounted to actual madness, 
were connected with the subject of 
exorcism ; and although every per- 
son to whom he addressed his ar- 
guments in favour of the expulsion 
of devils, smiled at his extrava- 
gance, they still could not help ac- 
knowledging that he argued with 
subtlety upon wrong premises, and 
confessed that his applications on 
various passages in the holy writings 
were ingenious, however mistaken. 
It was in vain that Father Car- 
roll was told that the power of 
Satan to possess himself of human 
bodies ceased with the revelation of 



Christian truth. He appealed to 
the Acts of the Apostles, and to 
incidents subsequent to the death of 
our Saviour, to establish his favour- 
ite speculation. A medical man, 
with whom he was intimate, per- 
ceived that the subject had laid 
such a hold upon his naturally ex- 
citable imagination, that he resorted 
to sedative medicines to avert the 
progress of an incipient malady, 
to which be had an organical pre- 
disposition. As long as he followed 
his physician's advice, he abstained 
from any acts of a very extrava* 
gant nature ; but unhappily before 
the events took place, which formed 
the ground of a capital prosecution, 
he neglected to take his usual pre- 
▼entitives, and became utterly de- 
ranged. He suddenly fancied him- 
self endowed with supernatural au- 
thority. This fantastic notion 
seized upon him in the midst of di- 
Tine service; after the wild per- 
formance of which, he rushed into 
the public road that led from the 
chapel to his house, in search of an 
object for the manifestation of hu 
miraculous powers. He was in- 
formed that a labourer of the name 
of Neill was confined by illness tc 
his bed ; and being convinced that 
he was possessed by an evil spirit, 
proceeded to effect the removal of 
the enemy. His singular demean- 
our attracted the attention of the 
passengers, who followed him to 
NeilPs cottage ; which he had no 
sooner entered, than he precipitated 
himself upon the sick man, and be- 
gan his miraculous operations with 
marvellous vigour. A severe pom« 
melling was the process of exor- 
cism, which he regarded as most 
effectual. This he put into imme- 
diate and effectual practice. Neill 
did not attempt to resist this athle- 
tic antagonist of the devil. The 
unhappy gentleman had determined 
to take Beelzebub by stojrm. After 
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a long atnnlt, he succeeded in this 
ftnuige achieTement, and having 
infofmed the astonished bj-standers 
that he had taken the enemy pri- 
•oner, announced that he should 
gifo him no qnarter, bat plunge 
him into the Red Sea. The man* 
ner of this aquatic ceremoo j was 
described by one of the witnesses, 
who endeaTonred to illustrate it bj 
his gesture. After utteriog yarious 
cabalistic words, he whiried himself 
in a n^id rotation, with his arms 
ontstretched, and then, suddenly 
pausing and nusing himself into an 
attitude of importance befitting his 
new authority, adf anced with one 
aim a-kimbo, and with the other 
extended, looking, as the witness 
expressed it, *< as if he held the 
deril by the tail," and marched 
with a measured pace and a mjrs- 
terious aspect to a bridge upon (he 
rif er Slaney, where he buned the 
captive demon in what he took fw 
the Red Sea. 

* Not contented with this exploit, 
he exclaimed that Neill had seven 
more devils, which he was deter- 
mined to expel from this peculiar 
object of diabolical predeliction. 
The operation was accordingly re- 
peated with such success, that 
Neill, after much strenuous expos- 
tulation, leaped out of his bed, and 
exclaimed that he was quite well. 
This circumstance produced a deep 
impression upon the crowd,amongst 
whom there were some Protes- 
tants ; and two of the latter, a Mrs. 
Winter and her daughter, knelt 
down and called upon the Liord to 
assist Father Carroll in the per 
petration of the next miracle, 
which, encouraged by their pious 
sympathies, he almost immediately 
proceeded to commit. A poor wo- 
man happened to pass along the 
road, whom he had no sooner ob- 
served, than he knocked her down, 
and pursued a mode of exorcism 



rimtlar to that wUch I haTe de- 
scribed, with such elect, tluit aae 
of the spectators cried o«t for tibe 
people to make way, ^ aa lie saw 
the devil coming oot.'^ TUs 
achievement only served to excite 
the wretched maniac, and impel Mb 
to another undertaking of the sum 
kind. He insisted "^ that tbe devil 
had taken possession of SimMtt^s 
child." The circumstaneet which 
I have detailed, and by no meam 
endeavoured to exaggerate, would 
be merely ridiculous if they were 
not the result of a malady wUch 
humbles human nature : At Ind- 
dent by which th^were aneoeeded 
ought to make Democritna shed 
tears. Sinnott had a child who had 
been affected by fits, and oiver whom 
the priest had been requeated by iti 
mother to say prayers. This was 
not only a natmai, bat I will add a 
ieasonsl>le applicatioii. It ia not 
supposed by Roman Catholics tiiat 
the prayers of a deigymaa are en- 
dowed with any preternatural effi- 
cacy; but it is considered that 
praying over the sick is a pious and 
religious act. The reo^ection of 
this fatal request passed across the 
distempered mind of the madmao, 
who hurried with an insane alacrity 
to Sinnott's cabin. It was composed 
of two rooms upon the ground-floor, 
in the smaller of which lay the little 
victim. It was indeed so contract- 
ed that it could not contain more 
than two or three persons. The 
crowd who followed the priest re- 
mained outside, and were utterly 
unconscious of what he was about 
to do. The father of the chUd was 
not in the house when Father Car- 
roll entered it, and waa prevented 
by the pressure in the exterior room 
from approaching him ; and for 
some time after the death of the 
child was wholly unconscious of 
what had taken place. 
< No efforts whatever were made 
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to prevent his interference. He 
was produced as a witness upon the 
trial* and swore that it did not enter 
bis thoughU that Father Carroll 
intended to do the child the least 
harm. He*cottld not* he said, even 
M*e tlie priest. It is enough to 
say, that after ottering a few feeble 
cries, and calling upon its *'niam- 
niy»" every sound became extinct. 
The madman had placed the child 
under a tub, and life was extinguish- 
ed. It may well be imagined that 
the trial of this case excited a 
strong sensation in the county 
where the rebellion had raged with 
its most dangerous fury, and from 
which it will be long before its re- 
collections will have entirely passed 
away. The Protestant party, for- 
getting that man^ of their own sect 
bad taken a partial share in the pro- 
ceedings, of which thay had been 
at all events the passive witnesses, 
exhibited a proud and disdainful ex- 
ultation, and effected a deep scorn 
for the intellectual debasement of 
which they alledged this event to be 
a manifest proof; while the Catho« 
lies disclosed a festered soreness 
upou an incident which, they could 
not fiiil to tell, was likely to expose 
them to much plausible imputa- 
tion.' 

As these particulars, though 
somewhat extenuated, are pretty ac- 
curate, we shall only give the evi- 
denee of two of the witnesses on the 
trial. 

Philip Walsh, examined by Mr. 
Fox. — Knows Sinnott; knew Ca- 
Iherme Sinnott the child ; recollects 
seeing Father Carroll at Sinnott's 
house; went to the house after 
nigbl-MI; thinks it might have 
been eleven o'clock when he went ; 
went there and heard a noise inside, 
and then went in; the house was 
liill of people; saw Father Carroll 
in the bed ; did not see the child at 
that time; Carroll was sitting in 



the bed and was saying something ; 
he then got up ou his feet, and 
stood on the tub ; heard the child 
cry, ^ Mammy, mammy,' save me ; 
saw the child, for the first time, 
next morning ; the child was then 
dead ; saw a tub in the room ; was 
there before the tub was brought in ; 
could not at that time get near the 
bed, the crowd was so great, but 
heard the people say the child was 
in it ; heard Father Carroll call for 
some water ; a bowl of water was 
then brought in, hut the priest de- 
sired it to be taken away, and a tub 
of water to be brought. The tub 
was brought in by witness and 
James Deverenx, one of the prison- 
ers at the bar. Witness carried 
the tub close to where Father Car- 
roil was, when the priest desired 
him to lift it on the bed. The 
priest was at this time standing on 
the bed ; when the tub was settled 
on the bed. Father Carroll said 
some words over it, and threw 
some salt into the water; the 

Eriest then put his foot on the near 
andle of the tub, and upset the 
water, some part of it on his own 
feet, and the rest on the bed ; the 
tub was turned upside down; the 
priest then said with a load voice, 
* Bury him, Jesus, in the depth of 
the Red Sea,' meaning, as witness 
believed, the devil ; he said this, 
while he was overturning the tub ; 
then the priest sat upon it, and 
afterwards stood and danced on it ; 
the child all this time was under 
it ; the priest stayed in the bouse 
till day-light. The priest ordered 
the people out of the room, and he, 
the witness, immediately went out ; 
the priest desiring them in a loud 
voice not to touch his clothes, on 
which the people rushed out fright- 
ened, as they thought the devil 
was then escaping ; saw the child s 
leg, and supposes the body was 
under the tub : saw the child dead 
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» tbe Borning; it was Sinnoti's 
cbild ; looked ioto the roon after 
the priest tnrtied the people oat, 
and taw the priest sittiog on tbe 
bed. 

Thomas Sinnott, the father of 
tbe child. — Had a daughter named 
Catherine ; bhe is dead ; cannot 
recollect precisely the day on which 
she died ; it was on tbe night that 
Father Carroll came to the house ; 
the child was alire when Father 
Carroll arrived. When witness 
came into the house, he heard an 
vnusual noise ; he stopped and 
listened for a while, and beard the 
child crying. He made up to the 
child hut was stopped; cannot 
aay by whom he was stopped. Saw 
Father Carroll at the time; saw 
the bead of tbe child; does not 
know at what hour the child's de* 
cease took place ; did not see it bnt 
once; saw it dead in the hc-d. 
When he first came into the room, 
be aaw the head of the child ;

by the noise. Some people de- 
sired him to kneel down, which he 
did ; all the people knelt down and 
prayed ; saw the priest in the room 
aAer the people had departed. 
The child was then dead ; be took 
the child in his arms and showed 
it to the priest Father Carroll 
desired him to lay it down on the 
bed.

At four o'clock in the morn- 
ing the priest called him into the 
room, and he remained sitting with 
him on the bed for about five 
minutes.

when I asked bini what I was to 
do, he said, resign it to the will of 
God. 

Two physicians were examined 
for the defeiice, and it appearing 
that Carroll was insane' at tlie time 
he committed the direful act, he was 
of course acquitted. 

Carroirs figure was tall and dig- 
nified. A large black cloak with a 
scarlet collar was fastened with a 
clasp round bis nick, but not so 
closely as to conceal the ample 
chest, across which his arms were 
loosely and resignedly folded. His 
strong black hair was bound with a 
Tel vet band, to conceal tbe recent 
incisions made by the surgeon in 
bis bead. His countenance waK 
smooth and finely chiseled ; and it 
was observed by many that his fea- 
tures, which, though small, were 
marked, bore a minature resem- 
blance to Napoleon. His colour 
was dead and chalky, and it was 
impossible to perreiYe the least play' 
or variety of emotion about the 
mouth, wliicb continued open, and 
of tbe colour of ashes. On being 
called to plead, be remained silent, 
Tbe Court was about to make an 
inquiry whether he was ' mute of 
malice,' when it was seen by a 
glance of his eye, that he was con- 
scious of the purport of the ques- 
tion ; and by the directions of his 
counsel he pleaded Not guilty. 
During the trial, which was con- 
ducted with the most exemplary 
moderation by the counsel for the 
crown, he retained his petrified 
and statute-like demeanour ; and al- 
though the heat was most intense, 
the hue of his face and lips did 
not undergo the slightest change.

Tbe ttatioo io fiocifty of thi^ 
nnrorl unite man« and Ihe lon^- 
etUblished respectability of the 
banking.liooBe in which he was tlie 
most active paituer^ with the vast 
extent of the forgeries comniiUed, 
gave to his case an iotensity of in- 
terest which has scarcely ever been 
eqoailed. 

On the 10th of September, 1824. 
Henry Fauntleroy, of the firm of 
Marsh, Stracey, FaunUeroy, and 
Graham, bankers, in Bemer's 
Street, was apprehended in conse- 
qnence of its beino: discovered that 
in September, 1820, 10,000/. 3 per 
cent, stock, — standing in the 
nannes of himself, J. D. Hume, and 
John Goodchild, as trustees of 
Fimocia William Bellis,— had been 
sold oat under a power of attor- 
ney, to which the names of his 
Go-tmstees, and of some of the 
sulisciibiog witnesses, were forged. 
It was soon ascertained that the 
extent to which this practice had 
been carried was enormous, no le!»« 
tlian 170^000/. stock having been 
sold out in 1814, and 1816, by the 
same fiwidolent meats. 

The payments of the baoking- 
house were immediately suspended^ 
and a commission of bankruptcy was 
thetesolt 

Mr. Fanntleroy's private conduct 
became now the subject of general 
eonTcraatioH, and the newspapers 
were daily filled with exagge- 
rated statements of the depravity 
of his habits. He was said to he 
a Ikcntiooa libertine, a deep gaine- 
ster, and most profusely extrava- 
gant; but much of what was thus 
stated was afterwards refuted. He 
married a young lady, of a respect. 
aUe, but not opulent, family, named 
TosBg, who previously bore him a 
child; but though he was per-

suaded thus far to redeem her cha- 
racter, he did not live with her after 
the day of their union ; and to this 
unhappy circumstance is probably 
to be attributed much of that occa- 
sional excess which was magnified 
into the grossest libertinism. 

It was for defrauding his wife's 
family that he was executed, the 
case selected by the hank for pro- 
secution, being that of having 
furgtfd the name of Frances Young, 
spinster, to a power of attorney, 
under which was sold the sum of 
5000/. 3 per cent conitols. 

The trial took place on the 30 1 h 
of October. At seven o'clock, tiie 
doors leading Io the Court HauAe 
of the Old Bailey Htre beset. 
The jury being sworn, the clerk 
read the first indirtment« which 
charged Hf*nry Faunlliroy wiih 
forcing a deed, with intent to 
defraud Frances Youns; of 5,000^ 
stock, and with forgin;; a power 
of attorney with intent to defraud 
the Bank. The Attoniey-Gene- 
ral. In his address to the jury, 
described the prisoner as the acting 
partner in the house of Marsh and 
Co. in Burner's Street. Mr. Fauut- 
leroy, the father of t'le prisoner, 
became a partner at its establishi* 
ment, and continued such till his 
desth in 1807. At that period Uie 
prisoner was admitted into the con* 
cent, and became the moi»t active 
member of it. In 1815, Frances 
Young of Cidchester, a customer 
of the house, lodged in their handa 
a power of attorney to receive the 
dividenda on 6,450f. 3 per cent, 
consols. The dividends were re- 
gularly received, hut soon afterwards 
another power of attorney, author- 
izing the prisoner to sell that 
stock, was presented to the Bank, 
and the sale was efiected by him ;

to thb power the prisoner had 
forged the names of Frances 
Young, and of Iwo witnesses to 
it. But the most exlraordinarj 
part of the case was, Ibat among 
the prisoner's priTste papers, con- 
tained in a lin box, there had heen 
ioond one in which he aeknow- 
ledged hb guilt, and adduced a 
reason for his conduct. The At- 
toroej.general then read the pa- 
per, which presented the following 
items* &c. : De la Place, 11,150^

consols. Sums were also placed 
to the names of Mrs. Pelham, Lady 
Aboyne, W. R. and H. Fauntle- 
roy, and Elbabeth Fauntleroy ; 
and the learned gentleman ob- 
served , that all the sums were 
added together, and the sum total, 
120,000/. appeared at the foot of 
this list in the prisoner's band- 
writing. The statement was fol- 
lowed by this declaration : 

" In order to keep up the credit 
of our house, i have forged pow* 
ers of attorney for the above sums 
and parties, and sold out to the 
amount here stated, and without 
the knowledge of my partners, i 
kept up the pa}ment of the divi- 
dends, but made no entries of such 
payments in our books. The Bank 
began first to refuse to discount our 
acceptances, and to destroy the 
credit of our house : the fiank 
shall smart for it." 

The Attorney-General then 
called hb witnesses, who confirmed 
in every point hb statement of the 
case. 

On being asked what he had to 
say in his defence, the prisoner 



read from a P^per as follows:— 
' My Lord, and Gentlemen of 
the J or) -^Over whelmed as I am 
by the situation in which I an 
placed, and being nninformed in 
what manner I should answer the 
charges which have been alleged 
against me, I will endeavour to ex- 
plain, so well as the poignancy of 
my feelings will enable me, the 
embarrassments of the Banking- 
house in which I have been for 
many years tlie active and only 
responsible psrtner, and which have 
alone led to tlie present investiga- 
tion ; and although I am aware I 
cannot expect to free myself from 
the obloquy brought upon me by 
my auxiety to preserve the credit 
and respectability of the 6rm, still 
I trust that an impartial narrative 
of tlie occurrences will obtain for 
me the commiseration of the well- 
disposed part of the community. 

' Anticipating the Court will ex- 
tend its indulgence to me, I will 
respectfully submit such ol>serva- 
vatious as 1 think will tend to remove 
from influenced Liinds those im- 
presMous, mhich, with sorrow I 
say, must have been made upon 
them by the cruel and illiberal 
manner in which the public prints 
have untruly detailed an history of 
my life and conduct ; hoping there- 
from 1 may deserve your compassion, 
although I may be unable to jus- 
tify my proceedings, and secure my 
liberation, by a verdict of the Jury, 
yet they may be considered, in the 
mercy of the Court and a discern- 
ing public, as some extenuation of 
the crimes with which 1 stand ar- 
raigned. 

^ My father established the l>ank- 
iug-house in 1792, in conjunction 
with Mr. Marsh, and other gentle- 
men. Some of the partners re- 
tired in 1794, about which time a 
loss of ^,000/. was sustained. 
Here commenced the difficulties of 
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the house. Inl706,Mr.Straceyand 
another gentleman came into the 
firm, with little or no augmentation 
of capital. — In 1800, I became a 
clerk in the house, and continued so 
8ix years, and although during 
that time I received no salary, the 
firm were so well satisfied with my 
atteution and zeal for the interevt 
and welfare of the establishment, 
that I was handsomely rewarded by 
them. In 1807 my father died ; f 
then succeeded him ; at this time I 
was only twenty-two years of age, 
and the whole weight of an exten- 
siie but needy banking establish- 
ment at once devoWed upon me, 
and I found the concern deeply in • 
voWed in advances to builders and 
others, which had rendered a sys- 
tem of discounting necessary, and 
which we were obliged to continue 
in consequence of the scarcity of 
money at that time, and the necessi- 
ty of making further advances to 
those persons to secure the sunis in 
which they slood indebted. 

^ In this perplexed state the house 
continued until 1810, when its em- 
barrassments were greatly increased, 
owini^ to the bankruptcies of Brick- 
wood and others, which brought 
upon it a sudden demand for no 
less a sum than I70,000t the 
greater part being for the amount 
of bills Hhich our house had 
either accepted or discounted for 
those ptrties, since become bank, 
rupts. 

'About 1814, 1815,andl8l6,fTom 
the spec ulations with builders,brick- 
makers, &c. in which the house 
was engaged* it was called upon 
to provide funds to near 100,0001. 
to avert the losses which would 
otherwise have visited it from those 
speculations. In 1819, the most 
responsible of our partners died, 
and we were called upon topay over 
the amount of his capital, although 
the substantial resources of the 



house were wholly inadequate to 
meet so large a payment. 

' During these numerous and try 
ing difficulties, the house was near- 
ly without resources, and the whole 
burthen of manag^ment falling up- 
on me, I was driven to a state of 
distraction, in vihich I could meet 
with no relief from my partners, and, 
almost broken-hearted, 1 sought re* 
sources where 1 could, and so long 
as they were provided, and the cre- 
dit of the house supported, no in- 
quiries were made, either as to the 
manner in which they were pro- 
cured, or as to the .sources from 
whence they were derived* 

* In the midst of these calamities, 
not unknown to Mr. Stracey, he 
quitted England, and continned in 
France, on his own private business, 
for two years, leaving m^, to struggle 
as well as I could with difficulties 
almost insurmountable. 

' Having thus exposed all the ne- 
cessities of the house, I declare 
thatallthe monies temporarily raised 
by me, were applied, not in one in- 
stance,for my own separate purposes 
or expenses, but in every case they 
were immediately placed to the cre- 
dit of the house in Bemer's Street, 
and applied to the payment of the 
pressing demands upon it. This 
fact does not rest on my assertion, 
as the transactions referred to are en- 
tered in the books now in the posses- 
sion of the assignees, and to which 1 
have had no access since my ap« 
prehension. These books, I under- 
stood, are now in court, and will 
confirm the truth of my statement ; 
and to whatever account; all the 
sums may be entered^ whether to 
that of stock, or of Exchequer bills, 
of to my private account, the whole 
went to the general fonds of the 
banking-house. 

' I alone have been doomed to 
suffer the stigma of all the trans- 
actions; but, tortured as I have 
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beeni it now becomes an impera- 
tiYe duty to explain to yoo, Gen- 
tlemen, and through you to the 
world at lar^e, that the vile ao- 
cnsations heaped upon me,known to 
be ntterly ftlte by all those who 
are best acquainted with my priyate 
life and habits, haye been so heap- 
ed QpOB me for the purpose of load- 
ing me with the whole of the oblo- 
quy of those transactions, from 
which, and from which alone, my 
partners were preserred from baak- 
rnptcy. f have been accused of 
crimes I never even coatemplated, 
and of acta of profligacy I never 
oommitted ; and f appear at this 
bar with ereiy prejudice against 
me, and almost prejudged. To 
suit the purposes of the persons to 
whom f allude, I have been repre- 
sented as a man of prodigal extra- 
vagance : prodigal indeed I must 
have been, had I expended those 
large sums which will hereafter be 
proved to have gone exclusively to 
support the credit of a tottering 
firm, the miseries of which were 
greatly accelerated by the drafts of 
two of its members to the amount 
of near 100,000/. 

' I maintained but two establish- 
ments, one at Brighton, where my 
mother and sister resided in the 
season— the expences of which to 
me, exclufive of my wine, were 
within 400/. per annum, and one at 
Lambeth, where my two children 
lived, from Its very nature private 
and inexpensive, to which I re- 
sorted for retirement, after many a 
day passed in devising means to 
avert the embarrassments of the 
banking-house. The dwelling- 
house in Bejmer's Street, belonged 
solely to my mother, with the ex- 
ception of a library and single bed- 
room. This was the extent of my 
expenditure, so far as domestic ex- 
penditure is concerned ; I am next 
accused of beinpr an habi^al gam- 



bler, an accusation which, if tru^, 
might easily account for the dif- 
fueion of the property. I am in- 
deed a member of two dubs, the 
Albion, and the Stratford, but never 
in my life did I play in either, at 
cards or dice^ or any game of 
chance ; this is well known to the 
gentlemen of these clubs — and my 
private friends with whom I asore 
intimately associated, can eqoally 
assert my freedom from all habit or 
disposition to play* It has been as 
cruelly asserted, I fraudulently in- 
vested money in the funds to answer 
the payment of annuities, amoant- 
ing to 2,200/. settled upon females. 
I never did make any such invest- 
men : neither at home or abroad, in 
any funds i^hatever, have I any 
investment; nor is there one 
shilling secretlv deposited by me 
in the hands of any homan being. 
Equally ungenerous, and equally 
untrue it is, to charge me with 
having lent to loose aud disorderly 
persons large sums which never 
have, and never will be repaid. I 
lent no sums but to a very trifling 
amount, and those were advanced 
to valued friends. I can, therefore, 
at this solemn moment, declare most 
fervently, that I never had any ad- 
vantage beyond that in which all 
my partners participated in any of 
the transactions which are now 
questioned. They indeed have 
considered themselves as partners 
only in the profits, and I am to be 
biirthened with the whole of the op- 
probium, that other^ may consider 
them as the victims of my extra- 
vagance. I make this statement 
not with a view to criminate others, 
or (o exculpate myself; but borne 
down as I am by calamity, I will not 
consent to be held out to the world 
as a cold-blooded and abandoned 
profligate, ruining all around me for 
the selfish gratification of vice and 
seisuality, and involving even my 
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confiding partners in tlie general 
dfstraction. 

' Gentlemen, I have fraillieB and 
errors enough to account for. i 
have ■uffernigs enough, past, pre- 
sent, and in prospect, and if my 
life were all that was required of 
me, I might endure in silence, 
though I will not endure the odium 
00 my memory, of having sinned to 
pamper delinqueDcies to which I 
never was addicted. Thus much 
has been extorted from me by 
the fabrications which have been 
cruelly spread amongst the public; 
that very public, from whom the 
arbiters of my fate were to be se- 
lected. Perhaps, however, I ought 
to thank the enemy who besieged the 
prison with his slanders — that he 
did so whilst my life was spared to 
refute them, and that he waited not 
until the grave to which he would 
hurry me bad closed at once on my 
answer and my forgiveness. There 
is one subject more connected with 
these charges to which I am com- 
pelled to advert, and I do so with 
great reluctance. It has added to 
the other charges made against me, 
lest the world should think there 
was any vice in which i was not an 
adept. 1 have been accused of 
acting treacherously towards the 
^ale who DOW bears my name, 
having refused to make reparation 
until threatened by her brother, and 
of having deserted her at a moment 
when she had the greatest claim on 
my protection. Delicacy forbids 
me entering into an explauation on 
this subject forther than to declare, 
that the conduct I adopted on that 
occasion vras uninflnencKi by the 
interference of any individual, and 
arose, as 1 then considered, and do 
still consider, from a laudable and 
bouoorable feeling on my part, and 
the lady's brother, so far from com- 
ing forward at the time alluded to, 
was on service in the West Indies. 



Could all the circumstances be ex« 
pose<1, I feci convinced that every 
liberal-minded man would applaud 
my determination, and I feel satis- 
faction in stating, that the lady in 
question has always l>een, and still 
is, actuated by the best of feelings 
towards me. 

« 1 have now to apologize to the 
Court for having entered so much 
at length into the statement of my 
unfortunate case, and in conclusion 
I have to express my perfect confi- 
dence, that it will receive every fa- 
vourable consideration at your 
hands; and I fully rely that you. 
Gentlemen of the Jury, will give 
an impartial and merciful decision/ 

Having finished reading the paper, 
he sat down, and wept with much , 
agitation. Whilst the witnesses 
to his character were under exa- 
mination he leant his head on his 
hand, in which his handkerchief was 
so held as to cover his face, appa- 
rently unwilling to be seen by his 
former friends. Sevecteen gen- 
tlemen, of the greatest respecta- 
bility, attested their high opinion of 
his honor, integrity and goodness 
of disposition, and that he was the 
person whom, of all others, they 
would have supposed incapable of a 
dishonourable action. 

In summing-up, the judge told 
the jury, that as the evidence did 
not shew the forgery to have been 
committed within their jurisdiction, 
they, being a London jury, would 
have to decide on the count for ut- 
tering, and after twenty minutes' 
consideration they returned a ver- 
dict—Guilty of UUering— Death. 

Every exertion was ustd by Mr. 
Fauntlerojr's counsel* his case being 
twice argued before the judges, but 
both decisions were against him ; 
and on the 30th of November, 1824, 
his execution took place. The 
number of persons assembled was 
estimated at nearly 100^000 ! every 
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window aDfl roof which could com- 
nund a view of I he dreadful cere- 
moDy, was occupied, and |)laces from 
which it was impossihle to catch a 
glimpse of the scaffold, were block- 
ed up by those wlio were presented 
by the dense crowd before them 
from advanciog further. 

At a quarter before eight o'clock, 
the sberifb arrived at Newgate^ and 
proceeded immediately to the pri- 
soner's room. The prisoner gently 
bowi d to theoi on perceifing that 
they were prtsf nt ; but made no 
obserrations. Besidt'S the Ordiaary 
of Newgate, the Rev. Mr. Cotton, 
there were the Rev. Mr. Springett 
and Mr. Baker with the prisoner. 
Mr. Springett had remained all night. 

Mr. Fauntleroy was dressed in a 
bUck roat, waistcoat, and trowsera, 
witli silk stockings, and shoes. 
The di-mcanour of the unhappy 
man was perfectly compased. His 
eyes rontinued closed, and no emo- 
tion was visible in his countenance. 
His apptarance had unhrgone 



little or no change since the trial. 
The sheriflb uioved forward, and 
Mr. Springett and Mr. Baker each 
took hold of one of Uie prisoner's 
arms, and, thus accompanied, he 
followed the sheriffs and the ordi- 
nary. The prisoner never tamed 
his head to the right nor the left 
till he reached the foot of the 
steps leading to the scaffold. The 
moment he appeared on the scaffold 
the vast ero«d took off their hats. 
In less thau two minutes after the 
criminal ascended tlio scafibld, 
every thing was prepared for his 
execution. Mr. C'>tton now placed 
him^lf before the prisoner, who 
stood with his face towards Lud. 
gate Hill, and commenced reading 
the passage—^ Yet. O l^rd God, 
moMt Holy ! O liOrd, most Migity ! 
O holy and most merciful Saviour I 
deliver us nut Into the bitter pains 
of eternal death. Thou knowest. 
Lord, the secrets of our hearts ;' 
towards ll«e comlu^iion of which 
the (rap -door fell.

Tuis murder, as it appear d to 
have bec'ti committed without any 
ohjrct or moti?e, excited a consi- 
derable degree of curiosity. The 
tlieatre f its perpetration was an 
extensive chase, between Shenley 
and Whaddon, in the county of 
Buckingham. 

'I he prisoner and the deceased 
had for a considerable number of 
yf-ars worked together in a large 
(hsiill'r at Vauxhall, near Lon- 
don. They left their employment 
oil the th of January, I8i^5, 
and on the 7th they arrived at 
Brick Hill, in the county of Bucks, 
and agreed to sleep at the Wh te 
^ * ' ' the prisoner, who was a 
Brick Hill, was abf<ent 
Uings at the White 
that night, tlidugh his 



unfortunate companion slept there. 
On the following moniing ihe pri- 
soner and the deceased got upon 
the Eclipse Birmingham coach, 
with their luugage, and were driven 
on the road towards Shenley Brook 
End, which is within the limits of 
Whaddon Chase. 

On the trial, which took place at 
Aylesbury, the circumstances o( the 
murder were proved by George 
Beecbam, a labourer, who stated, 
that he was at work near .Sntlls- 
well Copse, on the 7th of January 
liit^t ; two men passed, they were 
going towards >\'haddon; wili: ss 
was ditching op a hedge, a .«! did 
not notice their faces ; one IkhI an 
umbrella, and the other a gun-case ; 
in about half an hour aft<r, he 
heard alanning criis, v«hich were 
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not repeated, (he sound came from 
the copse. Witness imroedialely 
got out of the ditch, and iiaw a man 
striking with a gun something od 
the ground ; the man held the 
muzzle end in both his hands ; he 
struck several times Tiolentlj, until 
the guu broke ; he continued the 
blow8» even after the gun broke; 
he then threw away the pitce of the 
gou, and walked backwards and 
forwards, an if looking at some- 
thing; he walked a short distance^ 
and picked up a bundle, and came 
towards witness. He pulled off his 
clothes, and put on a large fustian 
jacket and a hairy cap ; he had on 
before a black bat, and a black 
coat ; taking his hat in his hand, he 
went towards Shenley Common. 
Witness then went to the spot and 
there saw the deceased, the blood 
was running Tery fresh from bis 
wounds. There was a g^n broken 
in two, a kerchief, and umbrella 
lyin;^ by him. The witness gave 
the alarm, and the prisoner was 
taken running out of the copse; on 
witness running towards him« he 
cried out, * What's your reward ?• 
Witness asked him if he had got 
any fire-arms; the prisoner replied 
* ISoj for if he had, he would not be 
taken by him or any man aliTe.' 
He again asked witness about the 
reward — ' the blood-money/ and 
said, * You would take your own 
father's life for sixpence.' He then 
said, it would break his friends 
hearts, when they heard of this. A 
Mr. Tarry asked^ was the man in 
the wood quite dsad ? Prisoner said 
he hoped he was. On the Sittirday 
after the murder, he was guarding 
the prisoner, who was reading the 
Bible, when he jumped up on a 
chair, then on the table, and struck 
himself down with violence; his 
head was cut scYerely. 

Mr. Justice Gazelee informed the 
prisoner, that if he had any thing 
to say to the jury, now was his 



time, as his counsel could not 
speak for him. 

The prisoner, after standing mute 
for some time, addressed thegury in 
a Tery unconnected strain. He 
said he could not work longer at 
Burnett's, because his mind was un. 
easy. He agreed to go with Abra. 
ham Hogg to Liverpool. On the 
Monday night he went out with 
Abraham, and drank i^ine. They 
got on the Liverpool coach at the 
Saracen's Head, and a black man 
(a sailor) on the top of the coach 
gave him gin ont of several bottles, 
and made him drink it, and threw 
the bottles away. Abraham and the 
sailor whispered and chattered to- 
gether, and they spoke to another 
man in a very suspicions manner. 
One of them said, 'Oh, the job can 
be done;' and they intended to 
murder him, he was sure. He told 
Abraham that there wss something 
afloat, as he heard the men talking 
together about some pit, and there 
was a plan to murder him. Just 
before he jumped off the coach he 
heard the man planning something, 
and he believed Abraham was con- 
cerned, and he jumped off the coach, 
as he had made up his mind to sleep 
at a farm-hou8'% rather thao go on 
and be murdered. Abraham fol- 
lowed him, and he again told him 
they intended to murder him ; but 
Abraham ssi^ it was no such thing. 
Whdn Abraham got on the hill, he 
said to him, ' what dd you do there} 
you have entered into a plan to mur- 
der me; yon shall die with me/ 
and he struck him over the head, 
and was afterwards taken. The rest 
of the prisoner's address was a tissue 
of incoherency, delirered without 
any appearancepf being feigned. 

The jury reifired to consider their 
verdict, and w their return, the 
Foreman said, * Guilty of killing the 
deceased, but we believe him insane 
at the time.*

commenced fighting. Mr, Cooper 
was under fifteen years, and his op- 
ponent, who was half a head taller, 
was near seYcnteen, Mr. Wood had 
the adTantage in point of strength, 
but the quickness and precision of 
Mr. Cooper n as remarkable for one 
so young, and he declared that he 
would never gtYe in. In the eighth, 
ninth, and tenth rounds, he became 
weak and exhausted, and it was 
then evident he was not a match for 
Mr. Wood, and he ought to have 
been taken away. Some of the 
* backers' had brought a quantity 
of brandy in bottles into the field ; 
and the second of Mr. Cooper ha?, 
ing, in the eleventh round, ponred 
a portion of it down Mr. C.'s throat, 
he recovered his wind and strpugth. 
The young men continued fighting 
from four till nearly six o'clock, and 
when they were in a state of ex- 
haustion, they were plied between 
the rounds with brandy. They 
fought about sixty rounds ; and at 
the end of the last round, Mr. 
Cooper fell very heavily upon his 
head, and never spoke afterwards. 
He was carried off the ground to his 
lodgings, at the house of the Rev. 
Mr. Knapp, by his brothers, who 
were present at the fight. He w^s 
put to bed ; but no meilical assist- 
ance was sent for till four.hours had 
elapsed ; shortly afterwards he ex- 
pired. 

At two o'clock on Tuesday, a 
jury assembled to hold an inquest 
on the body. The jury and coronet 
proceeded to the bouse of the Rev, 



Mr. Knapp, and viewed the body. 
The temples, eyes, and upper part 
of the cheek bones were very black, 
and there were other external marks 
of violence about the ribs, breast, 
&c* The following evidence was 
then raken :— - 

Christopher Teasdale. — I am a 
student at Eton college ; I knew 
the deceased; he is the son of Lord 
Shaftesbury, and I know his antago- 
nist, Mr. Wood, the son of Colonel 
Wood. I saw them set-to about 
the hour of four o'clock on Monday 
afternoon. I saw rt-peated blows, 
durintf the fight, given to Cooper, 
on different parts of the head; I 
remember, in one period of the fight, 
a 8evere blow being given on his 
temple ; the deceased instantly fell, 
and lay on the ground about half a 
minute. There were loud shouts 
from Wood's party in consequence 
of his being the best. It was a 
fair fight ; I saw no unfair advan- 
tage taken. A younij^ gentleman 
named Leith seconded the deceased ; 
the fight lasted above an hour; 
the deceased's spirits were kept up 
in a most extraordinary manner by 
Leith Kiting him brandy in the 
eleventh and subsequent rounds, I 
remember that before the last round. 
Wood SMid he wanted to go to his 
tutor, Mr. Ottery, to attend his pri- 
vate ttusinesa (studies), and he 
would make it up afterwards. Mr. 
Leith, the aecoud, said, that as Wood 
wanted to go, he would appeal to 
the deceased*s party, and hear what 
they had to say. The deceased*8 
party exclaimed, * we will have an- 
other round, we are in no hurry.* 
The parties fought another round, 
and the deceased at the conclusion 
fell from a severe blow ; Wood fell 
heavily on him. After this round. 
Wood said, ' be must go, and he 
would make it up.' Leith advised 
it to be made up on the spot, and 
directly the proposition was made to

Mr. 0*Reillj, surgeon, of VViniU 
sor.-^I was cailed to see the de- 
ceased last night ; he was de^d he* 
fore I arrived.

I opened the head« and found, under 
the dura mater, a considerable ex- 
travasation of blood, covering the 
whole cjf the left hemisphere of the 
brain, which was the cause of his 
death.

INDICTED FOR SEITING 

This case presents one of the 
most extraordinary instances of 
cross swearing ever witnessed, and 
so positive was it on each side that 
the jury were unable to determine 
whicb party was entitled to credit, 
and actually separated without 
giving any verdict. 

Edward M'Elroy, a coarse coun- 
try lad, about twenty years of nge^ 
waa capitally indicted, on the I2th 
of March, 1825. for setting; fire to 
a car-house, belonging to David 



FIRE TO A CAE-HOUSE. 

Woods, of Carduffkelly, near Car- 
rickmacross, in the county of Mon- 
aghan, in the preceding month of 
February. 

David Woods deposed to tlie cir- 
cumstances attending the burning 
of his car-house, which took place 
about 12 o'clock at night, when 
the family were all in bed. Being 
awoke, he heard a noise outside his 
house, as of some persons stumbling, 
in conseqnence of which he was 
induced to rise out of bed; and 
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on going down stairs and opening 
the hall-door, which he did quietly, 
he beheld his car- house on fire, 
and distinctly saw the prisoner 
(M«Elroy) urging the dames to- 
wards the dwelling-house. 

Thomas Woods* son to the pro. 
seculor, stated, that, on hearing hi« 
father call out that the car- house 
was on fire, he ran out naked, and 
saw the fignre of a man at a dis- 
tance, running from the flames. 
He coald not say who that person 
was. 

This was the case for the prose- 
cution. 

In defence, Charlotte Woods, 
aged 18^ the daughter of the pro- 
secutor, appeared. Slie denied 
that any attachment subsisted be- 
tween her and the prisoner, and 
then gave the following account of 
the traoHaction, in coming forward 
to declare wliicli, she said, she was 
Actuated solely by a regard for 
truth, and a desire to saye an 
innocent life. On the erening in 
question, all the family, excepting 
herself and a serrant girl, whom 
she called Ellen« went to bed 
between 9 and lO o'clock. She 
usually slept in a small bed-room 
on the ground floor, off the kitchen ; 
the ser?ant girl, who slept in the 
same room, having some articles 
of wearing apparel to mend, sat 
up for that purpose, unknown to 
her master and family, and she 
(the witness) remained in the 
kitchen assisting her, until about 
half-past II o'clock, when, hear- 
ing her father cough and make a 
noise as if rising, she and the ser- 
vant hurried into their bed-room, 
extinguished the candle, and began 
to undress ; for she was afraid of 
her lather knowing that they had 
been sitting up, as he had expressly 
prohibited any of the family from 
doing io She and the girl had 
jnit kntlt down to their prayers. 



when she heard a stool fall, and 
her face being turned towanls the 
kitchen, into which a small window 
looked, she observed her father 
approaching the fire, from which he 
took a lighted turf; she then 
beckoned the servant to watch her 
father, and the two followed him 
to the door, where they remained 
concealed, and actually saw him 
with hu own hand set fire to the 
car-hottse, he having first carefully 
loosened the calf and pig, and set 
them at liberty. On witnessing 
such extraordinary conduct on the 
part of her father^ she and the 
servant hastily returned to the 
room, and crept into bed. She 
then heard him close the kitchen 
door and go up stairs, where he 
remained about a quarter of an 
hour, and then came down and 
gave the alarm of fire. In addi- 
tion, she related the particulars of 
a conversation between li^r two 
elder brothers, which she overheard 
a iright or two after the burning. 
One of tlttm remarked to the 
other — ' It (speaking of the burn- 
ing) was a good plan to put M'Elroy 
out of the way:' on which he 
replied, ' Yes, but I doubt my 
Either will go too far — he must 
perjure himself.'— She also said, 
that, Kome days previous to the 
burning, her father arctised her of 
being intimate «itb M'Elroy, and 
told her that he would not sufier 
any person of such condition to 
come near his house, or have any 
acquaintance with his daughter.

The ofTence was, that he had af- 
fixed the name of Williani Pearson 
to a note for 500/. dated Binning- 
ham, 7th of October, 1864, with i|i- 
tent to defraad the Bristol -Copper 
CompaDy, no soch person as Wil- 
liam Pearson being in existence. 

When asked by the Clerk of the 
Arraigns, * Henry SaTary, how say 
you ; are you guilty or not guilty V 
the prisoner replied, < Guilty/ 

This answer was wholly unex- 
pected by the Court, and it was 
delivered in a firm and deliberate 
tone. 

Lord Giffbrd paused for some 
moments, appearing to be taken 
more by surprise than any body 
else. He changed colour, and was 
evidently much affected by the 
paibful duty he had to perform. 
His lordship at last said, earnestly 
looking at the prisoner, < Have 
yon well considered your ans#er ?' 

Prisoner. — I have. 

Lord Gifford.-- 1 trust no false 
hopes have induced you to give that 
answer ? 

Prisoner replied something al)out 
having deliberately pleaded as he 
had; but he was not distinctly 
heard. 

Lord Gifiord again paused a few 
minutes, and then said, ' Prisoner, 
yon had better consider a short time 
before ynu resolve to persevere in 
pleading guilty.' 

The prisoner shook his head, re- 
clined on his hand, and again co- 
vered his face, agitated by grief. It 
was intimated to the Court, that the 
prisoner had no other answer to give 
than what he had given. 

Clerk of the Arraigns.— Shall I 
enter the verdict, my Lord ? 

The Recorder. — Wail a short 
time. 



The prisoner was taken from the 
dock, and in about five minutes he 
was brought back by direction of 
the judge. The prisoner appeared 
to be much more collected, and 
looked partially round the Court. 

Lord Gifford. — I understand, 
Henry Savary, you persist in plead- 
ing guilty. 

Prisoner. — I do, my Lord. (He 
then again looked round the Court 
somewhat collectedly, as if he had 
relieved bis mind.) 

Lord GIfibrd, having put on the 
fatal black cap, then addressed 
the prisoner : — Henry Savary, you 
have pleaded guilty to the crime 
of forgery charged against you, — 
the forgery of a bill of exchange for 
500/. and purportinfi^ to be the note 
of W. Pearson, of Birmingham, and 
, with the intent to defraud the pro- 
secutors in this case. You have, 
I trust, well considered the conse- 
quences of pleading guilty. I 
trust no false hopes or expectations, 
that by so pleading yon should 
avert the dreadful sentence which 
it will be my painful duty to pro- 
nounce on you, have induced you 
to plead guilty. You were brought 
up in commeicial pursuits, and you 
followed them for a considerable 
period in this respectable city, so 
that you must have been intimately 
acquainted with them ; you there- 
fore could not but know the cala- 
mitous consequences to commerce 
which the crime of forgery is calcu- 
lated to produce, as well as the 
magnitude of the penal results to 
yourself. So essential is it to give 
security to the circulation of bills 
of exchange, so important is it in 
this country to give ground for 
confidence in such transactions, 
that it roust have been impossible 
for you, in your own experience, 
not to have known and felt the 
iinpoitance of such matters, and 
the extent of injury calculated to 
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be prodaced by the ciroulaUon of 
forged iimtrunietiU, wheilier the 
Danes forged were thote of existing 
or noo-exiaiiiig persons.

The offences made capital by the 
laws of England amount to about 
223. Of these six were so made in 
the course of the 150 years that 
elapsed from Edward Hi. to Henry 
Yli. ; thirty in the next 150 years, 
from Henry VIII. to Charles 11.; 
attd 187 in the last 150 years. 
Taking another view of these enact- 
ments, four offences were made 
capital under the Plantagenets, 27 
under the Tiidors, 36 under the 
Stuarts, and 156 under the family 
of Brunswick. More offetices were 
made capital dunng the single reign 
lA* George III. than durinir the reigns 
of all the Plaiitageuets, Tudors, and 
Stuarts, put toi^ether. There are 
persons now livinyf at whose birth 
the ntiiuher of capital offLMices did 
not exceed 70, and during whose 
lives such offences have been mnlli- 
piied more than threefold. If we 
inquire whether, with this increasing 
severity, crime has been kept under* 
the aiiiiwer is verv much the rever&e. 
But the fact is, as we have already 
shown, that this severiiy is mure 
nominal than real — that out of an 
average of 1 1 10 on whom the awful 
sentence is annually passed in Eng- 
land and Wales, the number exe- 
cuted does not quite averaue 83. 
Amonj; those who are thus solemnly 
exhorted to prepare for another 
world, a very large proportion know 
that their offence is one for which 



the awful punishment is never in- 
flicted. What beneficial eflfect, then, 
can result from the mere ceremony f 
In the name of reason and cowommi 
seuHC what pur|iose can he aitswered 
by keeping the statute book In this 
state P The punishment usually 
substituted is transportation forlife» 
one which, by thbne who have neither 
character nor coiuexion in tliis 
country, is not unfrequenlly antici- 
pated with delight : and thus, whilst 
the judge is most solemnly exhort- 
ing the criminal to -prepare for ao 
hereafter, his mind is perhaps eoi- 
ployed in contemplating a voyage 
of pleasure. It is only the other 
day that an offender, nn being sen- 
tenced to transportation, thanked 
the juilge, with an appenrance of 
sincerity, for sending him to a much 
belter country than this !
